CORVARO. Italy — Frogmen dragged a 
mountain truut-ri!>hing lake Tueulay for the 
body of Aldo Moro after a message purport 
cd to have been from his terrorist kidnap 
pers said the former premier had been killed 
and dumped into the icy waters. 

But the search in shallow Lake Ouehessa. 
IIS kilometres northeast of Rome, was su¬ 
spended at dusk and officials said the mes¬ 
sage. which also threatened other politi¬ 
cians. might have been a ruse to divert the 
attention of the police. 

Rome police said that earlier in the day 
they had found what appeared to be a hideout 
used by the Red Brigades, the feared urban 
guerrillas who kidnapped the 61-year-old 
Moro and killed his five guards in a Rome 
street ambush March 16.

"might lead us to think that nobody or 
anything like a body has been thrown into the 
lake.” one searcher was reported to have told 
Rome headquarters of Moro's Christian 
Democratic party. Still, the hunt was to 
resume today. 

Search parties were dispatched by helicop¬ 
ter to the lake, in a hollow of the Apen- 
nine Mountains four kilometres from Cor- 
varo village, after the Rome newspaper II 
Messagero received a message bearing the 
signature of the Red Brigades. The terror¬ 
ists announced three days ago that Moro had 
been convicted In a “people's trial" and sen¬ 
tenced to die. 

•‘Hie lake is thick with ice.” Prosecutor- 
General Giovanni di Matteo said after flying 
to the scene. "It would be very difficult for 
Mom’s body to have been left there.”

OTTAWA (CP) — MPs gave the impression Tuesday 
of simply going through the appropriate motions while 
awaiting the call of an election. 

The daily question period, a lime of noisy electioneering 
and cat-calling in the last few days, was unusually serene. 

Prime Minister Trudeau hailed opposition questions 
quietly. The opposition posed them without adding many 
barbs. 

— This was in marked contrast to Monday when Tru¬ 
deau stalked out of the Commons, threatening to call an 
election Immediately. 

That action resulted in Speaker James Jerome ex¬ 
pressing the wish that the prime minister make up his 
mind. 

The .Speaker started off Tuesday's question period with 
the hope that MPs restrain themselves and ask short 
questions and give short answers. 

Questions and answers in recent days have been small 
speeches, laced with election points. 

If Prime Minister Trudeau has decided when the elec¬ 
tion will be called, he gave no hints Tuesday. He is widely 
expected to call an election for June or July. 


PUSH IS ON 
IN SENATE 


OTTAWA (CP) — Urging fellow senators to move 
quickly “because there is no mystery about the Immi¬ 
nence of dissolution,” Senate Leader Ray Perrault asked 
Tuesday that a raft of government legislation be made law 
by Thursday night. 

But the Senate was not about to be rushed. 

“Some of us think we should give some time and 
reflection to some of these bills,” protested Senator Jac¬ 
ques Flynn, Senate Conservative leader. 

“We don’t understand this rush. It has not bden ex¬ 
plained to us,” said Tory Senator Allister Grosart. 

“This hint that dissolution (of Parliament) may be com¬ 
ing sometime soon Is not good enough. It does not allow the 
Senate to do its duty.” 

Perrault said no decision has been made un the date of 
dissolution but that "I rather think it will come sooner 
rather than later." 

Four bills, all rushed through the Commons this week, 
need Senate approval. All gut approval in principle in the 
> two-hour sitting. 


Panamanian leader Gen. Omar Tnrrijos told 
his countrymen Tuesday night his mission to achieve a 
new canal treaty is accomplished. 

In a television address that followed ratification of 
the Panama canal treaty by the U.S. Senate, Torrijos 
said the vote is a great triumph for Panama. 

The general’s speech'indicated complete accep¬ 
tance of the treaties as modified by the U.S, Senate. 

He said the vote means that after 13 years of 
negotiation, his mission is completed. 

Torrijos announced Immediate restoration of full 
political freedoms in Panama. Activities of political 
parties have been suspended since he came to 
power in a co.up d'etat 10 years ago. 

> Congressional elections already have been called 
for August. 

Meanwhile, thousands of Panamanians rushed 
into the streets cheering with happiness as the U.S. 
.Senate ratified the final canal treaty. 

They had been huddling around radios, listening to 
the vote count and began 
shouting with glee when 
the necessary 67 votes for 
ratification was reached. 

Bands that had gathered in 
Dneo de Mayo Plaza broke 
into Caribbean salsa music. 

But at a news conference, 
Torrijos said his army would 
have “Intervened” in the 
Canal Zone “tomorrow morn¬ 
ing" if the U.S. Senate had 
refused to ratify the trea¬ 
ty. 

"The armed forces had de¬ 
cided that if the treaty had 
been rejected or not accept¬ 
able to Panama, they would 
have intervened in the canal 
by tomorrow morning,” Tor¬ 
rijos said. “Tomorrow morn¬ 
ing we would have started our 
fight forliberation or possibly 
the canal would not have been 
in operation.” 

Torrijos warned that if the 
United States had tried to 
intervene in Panama under 
the so-called Deconcini 
amendment, Panama would 
have destroyed the 56-mile- 
long canal. 

That amendment would au¬ 
thorize the United States to 
use military force if neces¬ 
sary to reopen the canal if 
it were shut down for any 
reason, including by the Pan¬ 
amanians even after the turn¬ 
over. 

U.S. troops in the (^nal 
Zone were put on an “in¬ 
creased readiness” status to 
guard against possible vio¬ 
lence. The Panamanian Na¬ 
tional Guard increased Its 
protection of the U.S. Embas- 
.sy, where demonstrating left¬ 
ist students Monday splashed 
the building with red, white 
and blue paint—the colon of 
the Panamanian flag. 

A fint canal treaty, ratified 
by the Senate on March 16, 
establishes the waterway's 
permanent neutrality after 
the turn of the centuiy, with 
the U.S. and Panama faring 
responsibility for defence.

Nazi-hunter 
‘lost faith’ 
in Canada 


VANCOL’VER (CP)—The man who tracked down 
Adolf Eichmann said Tuesday that he lost confidence 
in the Canadian government after it failed to help in 
bringing suspect^ mass murderers to trial. 

"Tlwre was a time that 1 had hoped that in Canada 
they would do the minimum," said Simon Wiesen 
thal. head of the Jewish Documentation Centre in 
Vienna. 

“I informed the (Canadian) authorities about 
people here. The answer was nothing. Many times 
when I was invited to go to Canada 1 refused to go.” 


One lives in Vancouver 

Wiesenthai. 69. said at a news conference here 
Tuesday that one such former Nazi lives here and Is 
known to Vancouver police. He refused to give details, 
saying the documentation centre once suffered greatly 
after falsely accusing a suspected Nazi. 

The problem is not only with the federal govern¬ 
ment, but with Canadian Jews and others who are 
reluctant to resurrect the memories of the Nazi 
slaughter, he said. 

Wiesenthai said he (eels favorably toward the 
television program Holocaust, only parts of which he 
has seen. 


‘Society forgets so quickly* 

The period covered by the program, of the system¬ 
atic extermination of Jews and other minorities under 
Adolf Hitler, is not well covered in history hooks and 
should be broi^ht to the attention of the post-war gen¬ 
eration, he said. 

“We leant from the tragedy that what happened in 
the Nazi period could happen again in any country,” 
he said. “We need such programs. . .because our 
society forgets so quickly.” 

There are stlH more than 106,000 war criminals in 
hiding, Wiesenthai said. 

He said that his hunt for former Nazi criminals is 
also a fight against time, because witnesseo and 
crimioals are dying of natural causes.

OTTAWA (CP) - The 
RCMP have picked locks to 
“look around” 419 prem 
Ises—M2 of them in British 
Columbia—since 1970 In what 
were described Tuesday to a 
roypl commission Into RCMP 
wrongdoing as “intelligence 
probes.” 

Assistant Commissioner 
T.S. Venner, director of 
RCMP criminal operations, 
said warrants weren't sought 
because there wa.sn't "rea- 
sonable and probable 
grounds” to believe evidence 
of a crime would be found. 

The investigators were 
seeking information that 
would lead them to such evi¬ 
dence. Venner said he prefer 
red the term “intelligence 
’ probe” to “fishing expedi¬ 
tion,” used throughout the 
force for such ventures. 

They were carried out 
without any statutory or Judi 
cial authority. 

Venner said they were "ab 
solutely necessary" and 
RCMP lawyer Richard Mon 
geau said the force would 
urge that legal authority for 
such intrusions be given 

Commissioner. Donald 
Rickerd said it was "fright 
ening" (hat police were en¬ 
tering places without any 
idea of what they might find. 

Venner (old commission 
chairman Mr. Justice David 
McDonald he believed the 
practice was "pretty wide 
spread" among police. 


He said the RCMP's 14 op¬ 
erational divisions had been 
asked by headquarters Feb. 
21 to report on the practice. 

Five—British Columbia, 
Alberta, .Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and Nova Ncolia- - 
reported 419 “intelligence 
probes" since 1970. 

British Columbia reported 
402, and Manitoba six. 

Venner said hr sent a 
memo to operational divi¬ 
sions Dec. 22. 1977. asking 
whether any member had 
made “illegal” entries into 
any premises 

"Replies received from all 
divisions were negative." 

Commissioner Guy Gilbert 
said Venner had asked 
.Mounties to tell "everything 
you've done wrong so we can 
report it to the McDonald 
commission." 

"1 don't want to laugh at 
you. . .but I'm questioning 
whether this is the way to find 
the irutB.” Gilbert said. 

He asked how the RCMP 
~]uMified such entries. 

Venner said they were car¬ 
ried out when it was felt they 
were "morally and ethicaJIy’i 


right and “legally dclensi 
ble." 

If they were "legally defen¬ 
sible.” Gilbert asked, why 
weren't search warrants 
sought? 

Mongeau. the RCMP law¬ 
yer, interjected that without 
"reasonable and probable 
grounds" that a crime was 


being committed, a search 
warrant couldn't be sought. 

"With resped,” Gilbert 
said, “If there are not even 
reasonable and probable 
grounds, what do we need a 
policeman for? . . .For the 
witness to try to sell this way 
of seeing a police duly to the 
commission'.”'

the economy. Parrot said. 

“The employer’s position 
of changing the rules in the 
middle of the game'^wili de 
termine our course of ac 
lion." Parrot .said. 

“We will see what happens 
when the lime comes." 

However, he counselled 
public servants attending the 
meeting of the Ottawa Com 
mlltee fur Labor Action (u be 
prepared *‘tu turn your rheio 
ric into action. . .directed not 
only at the political level, but 
at the workplace, at the uper 
ational level." 

If demonstrations and 
press releases fail to stop in¬ 
troduction of government 
measured to cut existing pub¬ 
lic service rights, “we must 
be prepared to ultimately dis¬ 
regard these laws in order to 
defend our rights." 

Gil Levine* research direc¬ 
tor for the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees, said pub¬ 
lic servants at all levels of 
government were moving out 
of mandatory wage controls 
“into more controls." 

A bill now before Parlia 
ment would tie wages of fed¬ 
eral public servants to wage 
increases in the private sec 
tor through a comparabiiitv 
formula.

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A new game 
in Quebec 

ON THE EVTC ol a federal election, a significant 
n?w factor has been added to what some Cana 
dians seem to believe is the pivotal Issue in 
the campaign to come. 

The issue is Canadian unity — what to do 
about Rene Levesque and his separatists. The 
significant new factor is Claude Ryan. 

Where many Canadians appeared to believe 
tx’fore that only Prime Minister Trudeau could 
successfully do battle with Levesque, there 
is now a new option. Should we leave the separat¬ 
ists to Ryan and his rejuvenated Liberal.s? Per 
haps it is better a provincial issue be tackled by 
provincial politicians. 

The doughty editor of Le Devoir pushes 
onto Canada's political stage at a hectic lime. 
His election as provincial Liberal leader came as 
no surprise. What was impressive was the the 
lake-charge stance he conveyed, the rallying 
point he seemed to provide, the instant momen 
turn, the strength and enthusiasm Liberals in 
ljuebec have been able to generate just two 
short years after Robert Ruurassa was crushed 
b> the Parti yitebecois. 

Claude Ryan is an ardent federalist, a vocal 
advocate for Canadian unity. It is this stand, 
shared with Trudeau, which ironically may sap 
some of the prime minister s campaign strength. 
A lot of people abhor Trudeau’s economic leader¬ 
ship — but nothing they have seen elsewhere 
suggests there is a better man to throttle the 
separatists: There i.s a strong if quiet national¬ 
ism in this land and it may be that many voters 
were prepared to tolerate Trudeau for what they 
saw as the best chance to keep the country- 
together. 

Now an enticing new possibility presents 
Itself. Wouldn't it be much better, neater too. if 
tile spparatisl.s were ousted as the government of 
Quebec by Ryan's Liberals'.’ That would be 
better than a running battle over the years 
between Trudeau’s feds and Levesque’s separat¬ 
ists. wouldn't it? We’re tired of that already. 

It's a simplistic dream, of course, but it has 
possibilities. There is the mailer of getting Ryan 
into his provincial legislature first. That has to 
come sooner or later. l-Aen before that, there is 
the intriguing question of what effect his arrival 
will have on tl.e lederal election. 


The dry life 
up in Pang 

l.ll-'E H.AS BECOME a little weird up in Pang 
nirtung. Perhaps it is the i.solalion of the place. 
Perhaps a new generation of temperance zealots 
is hav ing to learn the painful lessons of prohibit¬ 
ion all over again. 

Pang, as the residents call it. is an Inuit 
community of HOO people on Baffin Island in the 
Northwest Territories. .Magnificent scenery ap¬ 
parently. but somewhat lonely. 

.Seven months ago a majority of the resi¬ 
dents voted for prohibition, with a capital P. No 
selling of liquor. No possession of liquor. No 
drinking, period. Thai’s the lifestyle the people 
there must live with atleasi until August of nest 
year. The Territories legislation which allows 
communities to enact local prohibition prevents 
another plebiscite before then. 

Who knows what misery alcohol had brought 
to Pang to inspire a majority to vote the place 
dry? What is clear is that prohibition has 
brought a w hole new set of troubles. ju.st as it di'd 
to society far to the south more than half a 
century ago. 

it seems everyone is determined to see no 
one breaks the rules. There are stories of gar¬ 
bage men searching refuse for empty liquor 
Ijottles to help nab violators. 

The local civilian prohibition enforcement 
group, called the Alcohol Education Committee, 
has suggested a special enforcement ofTicer be 
hired to search all freight coming into town 
before it is delivered. 

Pang doesn’t have a history of alcohol-relat¬ 
ed crime, says one of the three RCMP officers 
stationed Ihwe. But some in the community are 
not satisfied that the police are doing enough 
checking. 

“They want us to search people on rumor, gn 
innuendo, but we can’t do that. We have to have a 
g(M)d reason,” explains the Mountie. “Seeing as 
we can’t do it. they want someone who will do 
it." 

A teacher says someone is opening the mail 
parcels coming in from Frobisher Bay in the 
hunt for liquor. 

“There are hard feelings." says Councillor 
l.uci Magee of the community attitude on prohib¬ 
ition enforcement. “Nobody trusts each other 
any more.” 

And so it is prohibition now. not alcohol, 
which is plaguing the people of Pang, turning 
them against each other. The community has 
become another fiving example of the perils 
involved in trying to legislate morality. 


The NDP and profit: a seductive theory 


TOHDNTO— In February this year, 
the leadership convention of Ontario's 
New Democratic Party provided an up 
lifting spectacle: the triumph of faith 
over reason. 

Despite abundant evidence to the 
contrary, the party stoutly maintains 
that It is better for governments to run 
things at a loss than for private citizens 
to run them at a profit. 

No doubt the records of NDP govern 
ments in Manitoba. Saskatchewan and 
British Columbia are dismissed as irrel¬ 
evant. The accumulation of debt, the 
driving away of Industry, the high levels 
of tax and interference — these, it is 
presumed, are irrelevant also. 

Irrelevant, too, is the experience in 
Quebec, where a socialfst party by an 
other name, not content with destroying 
jobs by banning North America’s Ian 
guage of business, is destroying them 
even .faster by establishing North 
America's highest minimum wage. 

Undaunted, the Ontario party- 
plumped for one higher still. 

At the root is a childlike belief 
among politicians addicted to law-^mak 
ing, in the power of law 


Make it an offence for employers to 
pay less than U an hour and Presto! 
*S is the minimum. 

But businesses can’t pay high wages 
unless they’re profitable. And they can't 
be profitable If they’re hit with much 
higher costs than the competition In 
foreign countries where costs arc much 
lower. 

Wages are only part of their costs, 
faxes and interference are another 
One reason that taxes are high Is that 
billions of dollars are spent on unem 
ployment benefits that discourage peo¬ 
ple from working. If taxes were lower, 
inflation would te lower, too. 

Inflation makes profits look higher 
than they arc — and taxes on them are 
higher in consequence. Inflation is de 
stroying the savings and capital of Ca¬ 
nadian businesses just as it is destroy 
ing the savings and capital of 
individuals. 

The NDP holds that profit is bad. By 
pulling companies Into “community 
ownership", the theory Is that profit 
would then be spread among the citizens 
who "own” them.

A deadly daisy-like flower 
gives hope for man’s survival 


LONDON — A deadly sub 
stance derived from an East 
African flower has given re 
search scientists the basic 
molecular blueprint for a 
highly active pesticide free of 
lasting ill effects on the en 
vironment. 

Its discovery, at the Roth 
amsted experimental station 
of the United Kingdom Agrt 
cultural Research Council, 
may well provide one of the 
essential answers to the 
questioil of survival facing 
mankind In the coming dec¬ 
ades of population explosion 
and mounting food demand. 

The insecticide is inexpen¬ 
sive, pollution-free and loe 
times more active than DDT. 
A synthetic product, it is re¬ 
lated to pyrethrin. the highly 
expensive natural pesticide 
derived from a daisy-like 
flower grown in East Africa. 

Britain’s National Re¬ 
search Development Council 
has now established patent 
protection for resmethrin and 
bioresmethrin, the related in- 
secficlde compounds harm¬ 
less to man and other mam- 
mals. for use in food 
production and storage and in 
public health projects. Dr. 
Michael Elliott and Dr, Nor 
man Janes, the scientists 
chiefly responsible for their 
development, have won a 
joint award of tiO.OOO to be 
paid by the development 
council from its income from 
the commercial manufacture 
oMhe products. 

Insects still destroy some¬ 
thing like a third of the 
world's total food yields, de¬ 
spite considerable recent Im¬ 
provements In existing pesti¬ 
cides; and millions of people 
still die every year from In¬ 
sect-transmitted diseases 
such as malaria. Since the 
introduction of DDT for the 
control of agricultural pests 
and disease vectors after the 
Second World War. rests 
tance le that chemical and 



other insecticide groups has 
developed in no less than 110 
vector species of public- 
health importance 

Some of them, in limited 
areas, have become resistant 
to just about all insecticides 
available. Malaria has thus 
reappeared in many regions 
once cleared of the disease 
and the vectors — anopheline 
mosquitoes — have shown re¬ 
sistance to all the Inexpen¬ 
sive pesticides tried on them. 
The situation, therefore, 
oflon demands the replace¬ 
ment of safer and cheaper 
compounds with something 
'-more expensive and toxic — 
requiring the added expendi¬ 
ture of special safely mea¬ 
sures during use. Their effect 
on the environment is accu¬ 
mulative and irreversible for 
generations 

Hence the importance of 
the new compounds. A 
spokesman for the research 
team explains that natural 
pyrethrins, available since 
the 1920s, act rapidly against 
a wide range of insect spe¬ 
cies. But they are harmless to 
mammals In normal use and 
leave no toxic residues to con- 
tamfnale the environment. 

However, their use Is limit¬ 
ed as they are unstable In air 
and light and are relatively 
expensive. 

“Workers at the experi¬ 
mental station here synthe- 
tized the first two compounds 
over a decade ago, achieving 
a higher insecticidal activity 
against many species than 



Il'sa seductive theory. Where it falls 
down Is In the fact that profit isn't 
automatle. It has to be work^ for, very 
hard indeed. Ask anyone who's trying to 
start a business. Ask how long he works, 
how much he gets out of it. By compari-

They 
were even less toxic to mam¬ 
mals than the natural 
pyrethrins. attaining the 
greatest safety margin of any- 
known Insecticide. 

“Both synthetic products 
are being used international¬ 
ly. However, like the natural 
compounds, both are unsta¬ 
ble in air and light and there¬ 
fore unsuitable for many po¬ 
tential applications, such as 
agriculture and widespread 
public health projects" 

But after decades of study, 
the research program has at 
tained immense international 
importance with the disco¬ 
very of light-stable acids pro¬ 
ducing the safest, most pow 
erful and economical 
synthetic compounds espe¬ 
cially suitable for both wide¬ 
spread agricultural and pub¬ 
lic health use. 

Exposed to air and lighL 
the molecular structure of 
the new insecticide eventual¬ 
ly breaks down — thus avert¬ 
ing environmental pollution 
— although it la something 
like 100 limes more , stable 
than the earlier py rethroids. 
But the new compounds have 
the same low level of mam¬ 
malian toxicity achieved in 
the earlier products. They 
are also easier to produce in a 
laboratory or to mass pro¬ 
duce in a factory than the 
earlier products and likely, 
therefore, to be much 
cheaper. 

The relatively low produc¬ 
tion costs of the new insecti¬ 
cide eventually will put the 
discovery within the reach of 
the developing countries of 
Asia. Africa and Latin 
America. Those are the very 
countries where the new 
products are the most ur¬ 
gently needed in food produc¬ 
tion and storage and in public 
health schemes — and where 
the least foreign exchange 
reserves are available for ex¬ 
pensive imports 


WA.SHINGTON. D.C. —The 
taxpayers of the United 
Slates are near revolt. In fact 
some political leaders say 
they already are in reioll. 

This doesn't mean tha tax 
payers will barricade their 
doors and refuse to pay. In¬ 
stead, what one politician 
here has described as a 
“quiet revolulion” is taking 
shape In which people who 
are relatively well off in rela¬ 
tively good times are saying 
that they have "had enough” 
and are ready to express this 
sentiment In any election 
where a candidate ean make 
it clear he favors and will 
work for tax relief. 

President Carter is reading 
this attitude right as he 
pushes for a S23-billion in 
come tax cut. But he is not 
reading it right when he sup¬ 
ports six-lal Security legisla 
tion that largely offsets tax 
relief for those in the middle- 
income brackets on up. 

A rebellion against taxes 
must take place, of course, 
among the “haves" — those 
who bear the lax burden. And 
It is increasingly clear that 
the “haves" of this country 
are becominpIncensed, even 
angry, over the government 
“bile." 

In 1972. Hamilton Jordan 
produced that famous blue¬ 
print for winning the presi 
dency in which he correctly 
told Jimmy Carter that the 
“strongest feeling" in the 
United Stacs “Is the general 
distrust of government and 
politicians at all levels." 
That became the Carter 
theme — his vietory theme. 

This anti-govemment feel¬ 
ing, this distrust of and oppo¬ 
sition to government, per¬ 
sists. The polls show us that. 
Political observers travelling 
around the country say it's 
still so. Some believe it is 
stronger than in 1976 simply 
because it has been rein¬ 
forced by widespread unhap¬ 
piness over the taxes being 
imposed by government lead¬ 
ers. 

Spgcial trade ambassador 
Robert Strauss commented 
on this public distress in the 
course of a meeting with re 
porters recently . 

Mentioning how much he 
was moving around the U.N 
these days and talking to a 
great many people, he said 
that the reason the president 
was down in the polls from 
where be started a little over 
a year ago was because peo-

pie just could not live as well 
as they once did. So many, he 
said, were complaining be¬ 
cause they couldn't eat as 
well, dress as well, take the 
vacations they once used to 
and entertain as much as 
they once did. 

He said these were not peo¬ 
ple who were suffering. ITtey 
were quite well off. in fact. 
But he found they still were 
quite unhappy and tended to 
blame government and par¬ 
ticularly the president for the 
(onditlons that had lowered 
their slandard of living. 

Strauss said their ire cen¬ 
tred on rising inflation and 
taxes; and political leaders 
around the country cnnrirni 
that these are problems that 
most Americans have on 
their minds today. 

The poor, more than 
others, feel the pinch of rising 
prices, particularly when 
they go to buy groceries. And 
the “haves.” who make up 
most of America today, are 
no longer just grumbling 
about taxes; they are ready 
to show their anger at the 
polls. 

But people aren't able to 
rebel too well against infla 
lion as such. It's a murky 
issue. All-politicians are 
against It. And no one really 
understands the solutions 
they offer.

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However, taxes are an 
other matter. An office 
holder already may well have 
voted fur higher taxes, and 
his opponent may well prom ' 
ise that he will cut taxes or. at 
least, not raise them. The 
voter may not have too much 
faith in the tax-relief promise 
— but he's certainly more 
likely to vole for a candidate 
who makes a pledge of this 
kind than for the office-holder 
who has raised taxes. 

Already It is quite apparent 
that this year's candidates 
for office at every govern 
ment level seek to attract this 
growing anti-fax sentimeni 
This may well give chal 
lengers an advantage since 
they will not be tainted with 
any record of having raised 
income taxes in the past or 
having any part of the Social 
.Security tax increase 

Thus, it may be that a vast 
number of Republican candi 
dates who will be running 
from an out-of-office position 
will be elected on a pledge to 
reduce taxes. 

This could mean, at the top 
level of government, a Rc 
publican comeback of im 
presssive proportions. Nor 
mally, the party that loses a 
presidential election substan¬ 
tially increases Its number in 
Congress in the following off 
presidential election. 

But with the tax issue 
clearly on their side, the Rc 
publicans seem well post 
Honed to pull off some major 
election victories. 
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Greetings have always been divided into categories. 

"Hey. how ya' doin'?" (Ages 15-24.) 

"Nice to see you again.” (Ages 25-35.)

.\ctually. the (iood Lord providedAlie setting, llie 
dan Butchart merely made the best possible use of 
God's beautv. Nevertheless. Ian Ross' statement 
should not be lost on any of us. nor should the fact that 
maybe we have taken the old (hardens Just a little too 
much for granted. 

(ienstar Development wanted to construct a ma 
rina. highrises and some high density housing units, 
(ienstar owns the property Ordering Butchart Gar 
dens, having purchased it some time ago from the 
cement people. The aesthetic despoilment would be a 
blight that could never be removed and all the dreams 
that have gone into the Gardens would be at least 
damaged. ' 

Mrs. Butchart initiated her home gardening 73 
years ago as she started to add horticultural beauty to 
small pockets of eyesore created by the removal of the 
limestone. If was a labor of love and it became a labor 
of love for many other people in the community who 
pitched in with the beaulificdlion. Buleharl Gardens, 
therefore, was not then, nor is it now. a one-man or 
one woman operation It has become a legacy for all of 
us to treasure and — to protect. 

Ross has often been asked what he would suggest 
as being acceptable to (he Gardens in the way of ^ 
development of (he surrounding acreage. 

“PLEA.SE DO NOTHING." Ross answers. "Leave 
It In Its natural slate~ I realize (his may be too mu( h 
to ask. so 1 say. do nothing on our immediate borders 
(hat would Interfere with (he vistas from within the 
(lardens. Do not tamper with the setting. Please use 
your multitudinous acres the other side of this land." 

it is passing stj:ange (hat an international com¬ 
pany. with accents to the best of engineering and 
architectural talent, would even consider moving In on 
a serene attraction (hat is known world wide and that 
has provided literally millions with visual pleasures 
(hat have become lasting memories It would be like 
setting up a housing development cheek by jowel with 
the Taj Mahal, or like a further ravaging of Niagara 
Fajis. Like building a shopping centre in the middle of 
the Augusta National. 

Ross must rely on alt of us to protect what is 
undeniably a landmark. It is. in effect, in our keeping 
and nothing must be dune to despoil the (rust. It must 
be passed on to our grandchildren to savor in the same 
manner we savor it today. 

We all owe the Central Saanich Count i! a vote of 
thanks for protecting what is surely a heritage, but 1 
think it must be taken at least a step further. Butchart 
(iardons must be given even greater protection by a 
higher authority. If it takes provincial legislation to 
guarantee the protection, so be it. The Gardens are in 
the bailiwick of Hugh Curtis and Curtis should be 
looking at legislation designed, to insure (hat the 
-beautiful cove al-thc end of Huti-hart Gardens remains 
in an undevoh»pcd state. Legislation that would make 
it impossible for highrise buildings to poke their ugli¬ 
ness over the gentle beauty of lawns, trees, flcjwers 
and shrubs. 

Central Park in New York is an idy llic oasis in a 
concrete jungle. But It loses much enchantment when 
you look up over the tree line to see great towering 
slabs of concrete, steel and glass glowering in a 
menacing, encroaching manner. 

I can hold no brief w hatsoever for Genstar or any 
company that would make Butchart Gardens just 
, another Central Park. Nor should any of us.

Substitute asked 
for leg-hold trap 


I am wriling on behalf nf 
fur faring animals; some 
domestic animals and some 
wild birds that are not gelling 
a fair deal. 

.Leenrding In statistics that 
were given out on Channel 10 
a few days ago. every few 
seconds an animal or bird is 
caught somewhere in Cana¬ 
da. in nr out of water, in a 
leg-hold trap. Once set, (his 
device will clo.se its steel 
jaws on anything that alights 
on the small plate that trig¬ 
gers its mechanism shut. 
Many of the animals and 
birds that are caught are re¬ 
garded as trash animals and 
no use is made of their bodies 
since the objective of trap¬ 
ping animals is for (heir furs 
as a rule. 

Once in the trap there is no 
way out unless the animal 
chews its fool or leg off and 
frees itself. This, mutilated 
animal will possibly die of 
gangrene or hunger. Hunger 
because of its inability to 
compete for food in the wild 
on three legs and a mangled 
.slump. 


The animals that remain 
raughi may stay In the trap 
for many days in agony be¬ 
fore deaih comes, unless the 
■ rapper is conscientious and 
inspecls his trap lines fre¬ 
quently, Death may come 
from .starvation, exposure, or 
attack from another animal 
in search of food. The final 
end for the animal who is 
alive when the trapper makes 
his round can be by a club, 
however. I have heard that 
some trappers jump on the 
heart of the trapped animal 
until it dies. 

If readers arc concerned 
about this injustice to wild¬ 
life. perhaps if they wrote 
their gov ernment representa¬ 
tives. both federal and pro¬ 
vincial. these governments 
may expedite the testing of 
traps with mock up animals 
(in order to do away with 
unnecessary cruelty) and 
come up with something that 
trappers will JMcept as sub¬ 
stitutes (or the present leg- 
hold trap.

VANCOUVER (CP) -

John Nordenfalk, Sweden's 
under secretary of com¬ 
merce. warned that protec- 
tioni.sm “could be extremely 
damaging lo all of us.” 

“It would indeed be a trag¬ 
ic development if the indus¬ 
trialized countries were now 
to close their borders lo the 
goods of the developing na¬ 
tions at the very moment 
when some of them are, in 
effect, on the threshold of 
success in their industrializa¬ 
tion process." 

The threat of protectionism 
and the issue of political con¬ 
sideration when approving 
loans dominated the speeches 
of many of the 14 countries

Since its inception in I9S9„ 
the bank has lent $12 bil¬ 
lion to .support more than I.- 
000 Latin American projects 
with a value of more than $46 
billion. At this conference, 
the bank is making a strong 
bid lo replenish its funds by 
Imposing a fee Increase on its 
41-member countries that 
could bring it an additional $8 
billion. 

Jose Ramon Alvarez Ren- 
dueles, governor of the Bank 
of Spain, said the longer-term 
spectre is that unemploy- 
menl may become an endem¬ 
ic disease for nations accus¬ 
tomed to living with full 
employment. 

"Different countries may 
be experiencing variations on 
these problems, but it would 
be pointless to examine, 
diagnose or Try to cure their 
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difficulties outside the world 
context, which conditions and ‘ 
limiU (heir possibilities for 
action." 

Because of uncertainty 
surrounding the current evo¬ 
lution of the world economy, 
he said the bank "has now 
reached a complicated cross¬ 
road.” While he favored re¬ 
plenishment of bank funds, 
he warned against hasty, 
sudden growth, particularly 
“in these difficult and uncer¬ 
tain times.” 

Earlier, Chile's representa¬ 
tive. Pablo Baraona Urzua. 
warned against the bank 
lapsing into institutional and 
financial stagnation. 

Chile, Ecuador, Sweden, 
and Auslria were among the

Canada ’s need 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Adaptive and innovative re¬ 
sponses are needed if Ihe Canadian economy is to suc¬ 
cessfully compete in a changing economic world. Rober- 
t Rogers, chairman and chief executive officer of Crown 
Zellerbach Canada, said Tuesday. 

Rogers told the company's annual meeting that the Ca¬ 
nadian economy Is going through a serious period of 
transition and readjustment. 

“The test of a dynamic economy in such turbulence 
is whether It can adapt to the environment," he said. “I am 
confident that this process of adaptation Is under way. if 
somewhat haltingly, and hampered by political reali¬ 
ties.” 

He said the Canadian economy must deal with many 
structural changes, including a sharp rise in energy costs, a 
relative decline of manufacturing, the ri.se of service in¬ 
dustries, and an increase in the number of women in (ht 
work force. 

Government, labor and business must learn to work 
together, he said. 

"The private sector, 1 believe, is being given the op¬ 
portunity ... to spearhead the restructuring of (he econ 
omy" 

Rogers said his Vancouver-based forest products com¬ 
pany Is seeking to adapt to changing conditions with a 
$ 260 -million. five-year modernization program, now in 
its second year. 

Rogers said that in the three-month period ended March 
31. 1978, net earnings rose lo $7 million or 86 cents a 
share from $5 million or 61 cents a share in Ihe same 
period in 1977. .Sales rose 16 per cent during Ihe period to 
$112.9 million.

Population Reference Bu¬ 
reau Inc, said more tifan one 
billion Jobs will be needed In 
the next 22 years to provide 
employment for the estimat¬ 
ed 300 million to SOO million 
people already unemployed 
as well as those that will 
enter the labor market. 

In Its Just-released annual 
study on world population 
trends, the non-profit organi¬ 
zation estimated that the 
world's labor force will grow 


-from 1,7 billion people In 1978 
to 2.S billion In 2000. 

As a result of record popu- 
latlon growth In the last two 
decades, people In many 
countries were entering the 
job market faster than the 
economy could absorb them, 
said Thomas Kane, the bu¬ 
reau's research demogra¬ 
pher. 

"This trend Is Increasing, 
and by the year 2000, at least 
800 million more people will 
be looking for work—mainly 
In developing countries, 
where the search for jobs Is 
already des'perate,” he said. 


Unemployment In Industri¬ 
alized nations now stands at 
17 million. It Is estimated, 
while In the developing world 
It is more than 300 million. 

The bureau's 1978 wurld 
popnlatlon data sheet also re¬ 
ports that:

WORD PROCESSING SALES 



For those trying to keep 
track of disputes involving 
airlines that serve Vancouver 
Island, the score Tuesday 
looked something like this: 

• One problem out of the 
fire—temporarily, at least; 

• Another growing more 
hopeless by the day. 

Ground workers for Pacific 
Western Airlines were re¬ 
turning to the job with a ten¬ 
tative agreement that offi¬ 
cials of the Canadian Air 
Lines Employees' Associa¬ 
tion say will be subject to 
ratification votes in the next 
two to three weeks. 

In most cases, strikers 
don't agree to go back to 
work prior to ratification, but 
the 550 CALEA members 
have had no strike pay since 
their rotating strikes first hit 
the airline in B.C., the North¬ 
west Territories, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Washing¬ 
ton State March 20.' 

Details of a proposed settle¬ 
ment were being withheld 
until after the ratification 
votes. Union officials would 
not comment on the prapo.sed 
package and .said it was not 
the union's policy for the ne¬ 
gotiators to recommend 
either acceptance or rejec¬ 
tion. 

If the package is rejected, 
it could mean two or three 
weeks' pay in the meantime 
for the money-starved 
CALEA members.

P,E,L shows way to alternative energy planning

MORELL, P.E.I. (CP) — If conventional lending Institu¬ 
tions refuse to underwrite the capital costKof conversion to 
alternative energy the province will instrOet-ThCjiPflnce 
Edward Island Energy Corp. to offer low interest loans. 
Premier Alex Campbell .said Monday. 

“The federal government should take and probably will 
take an interest in facilitating the arrangement of this loan 
fund." the premier told a Liberal election rally. 

Campbell said the federal treasury already is investing 
heavily In energy production in other provinces, such as 


nuclear power in New BrunswickVand tidal power In Nova 
Scotia. 

“If It makes sense for us to establish such a credit fund, 
we will ask the federal government to put up our share 
in the form of appropriate loans for use by islanders 
through the energy corporation.” 

The alternative energy Campbell talked about included 
such things as solar heating, small village-based hydroelec 
trie generators and windmills for use in providing electrical 
power to small groups of homes. 


Electricity accounts for about 10 per cent of the total 
annual P.E.I. energy requirement. 

At present the technology does not exist to deliver these 
systems to consumers at competitive prices and for 
that reason the province will continue with existing re¬ 
search and development programs, the premier said. 

Much of that work will be carried out when the provin¬ 
cial energy corporation is farmed. Plans for that agency 
were announced in the throne speech that opened tlie March 
session of the legislature. 

Campbell said in an interview after the meeting that it 


would probably lake up to a full year before an attempt 
could be made to persuade banks and other institutions 
to offer proposals on how they could participate in the 
scheme. 

That lime also would be used to convince islanders of 
the value of alternative energy. 

If the banks are unwilling to help, then the province will 
turn to the federal government, he said, adding that the 
energy corporation then would lend the money to in¬ 
terested islanders.

LOS ANGELES More 
lhan two weeks after the Los 
Angeles Police Department 
announced a *‘maJor break” 
in the so-called Hillside Stran¬ 
gler case, the investigation 
appears to be mired once 
mure in confusion. 

The sourpe uf that confusion 
ivGeurge IFrancis Shamshak, 
a temperamental 27 year-old 
armed robber from Boston 
w ith a reputation as a liar and 
a police informant. 

It was .Shamshak who dur¬ 
ing to hours of interrogation 
by LAPD's Hillside Strangler 
Task Force fingered fellow 
Bostonian Peter Mark Jones, 
a 37-year-old handyman, as 
the slayer of at least two of the 
female victln^s. 

It was on the basis of Sham- 
shak's statements that Police 
Chief Daryl F. Gates heralded 
a "major break” in the case 
^hen his investigators arrest- 
H Junes on March 30 — only 
to suffer the humiliation of 
having to release Jones with 
what amounted to a public 
apotogy four days later on 
grounds of insufficie nt evi¬ 
dence. 

And it is on Shamshak that 
police still pin their hopes of 
rt>allzing Gates' promise of a 
major breakthrough. 

Characteri/img Stamshak 
as. a "prime suspect.” Gates 
maintains that the informant 
has “special knowledge” 
about at least two of the mur 
ders — knjjw ledge that proves 
he was there when they or 
curred. 

That knowledge consists of 
details about the manner in 
which the victims were killed 
Authorities have deliberately 
withheld those facts to dis¬ 
courage copycat killers and to 
sort out deceitful informants 
While Shamshak appears to 
have “special knowledge ' 
about the case, an informed 
source told the Los Angeles 
Times, he does not seem to 
know other facts he should 
know if he hud ben present 
during the slayings.. 

The source .said that the 
j.APD has nothing physical — 
no article or material — to 
^uppo^t Shanishak's alleged 
slalements of special know I 
edge. 

Gates, for his part, admits 
that Shamshak iKa perplexing - 
and frustrating subject for 
interrogation. 

•'Shamshak gives us a little 
hit and then pulls back." 
(•ales told the Times. “Gives 
us a little bit more and then 
pulls back...w hich has made it 
doubly difficult. He gives us a 
lot of stuff...a lot of extrane¬ 
ous stuff, and then a little bit 
more, and then a lot of extra¬ 
neous stuff. So you've got to 
pick out of all of that what is 
the truth. It's not an easy 
task." 

Shamshak apparently 
began the game of give and 
pull back shortly after he was 
arrested as an escaped con¬ 
vict in Cambridge. Mass., on 
Feb. 9.

According to an informed 
source, Shamshak initially 
told Massachusetts author¬ 
ities of witnessing three kill¬ 
ings. Later in Los Angeles, 
police said they were able to 
link him to only two murders, 
those of Jill Barcomb. 17, and 
Kathleen Robinson. 18. al¬ 
though they acknowledged he 
had talked of others. 

By Feb. 13, Bergln had 
alerted LAPD by telephone 
that Shamshak claimed to 
have information regarding 
the strangler case. 

Any notorious crime brings 
a number of false admissions 
and confessions from con¬ 
victs. and the LAPD already 
had followed a number of such 
leads before Shamshak start¬ 
ed talking, according to 
Gate.s'. 

Hillside Strangler Task 
Force investigalors did not 
catch the next plane to Boston 
after hearing of Shamshak. 


but a line of communication 
was opened, according to Lt. 
Col. John R. O'Doflovan of the 
Massachusetts Slate Police. 

*‘We talked to them," 
O'Donovan said, "and wc 
talked to them on...a ((ally 
basis on the matter and they 
came out on the 27th (of Feb¬ 
ruary) and spent a week 
here.” 

Authorities were faced with 
the problem of determining 
the credibility of Sham.shak's 
claims. 

From the outset. It was ob¬ 
vious that the convict could 
not have been involved In all 
1.3 strangler killings. On Oct. 
24. 1977. -Shamshak walked 
away from a prerelease 
centre in Shirley. Mass., with 
eight months to go on an 
armed robbery conviefion. He 
subsequently made his way lo 
California. 

The bodies of the first two 
women classified by the 
LAPD as Hillside Strangler 
victims. Laura Collins, 26, 
and Yolanda Washington. 20. 
were discovered on Sept. 9 
and Oct. 17 while Shamshak 
was still In custody. 

The 13lh and last woman 
categorized as a strangler 
victim. Cindy Lee Hudspeth. 
20. disappeared Feb. 16 and 
was found murdered Feb. 17. 
several days after Shamshak 


had been taken back Into cus¬ 
tody. 

But tbe LAPD has hedged 
pn whether all 13 females 
were murdered by the .same 
killer or team ofkillers. While 
all 13 are classified for inves¬ 
tigative purposes as Hillside 
Strangler .slayings. Gates will 
say only that he believes that 
"several” of the murders are 
connerled. 

According to that view. 
Shamshak might be involved 
in some but not all the killings. 

BuU was he telling the 
truth’rAnd if not, what did he 
have to gain by lying? 

His most immediate gain 
was slaying out of Walpole 
slate prison where he was 
terrified that he would be 
killed as a known police infor 
mant. 

Those who knnw Shamshak 
in Boston say he would d.o 
anything to stay out of Wal¬ 
pole. They also say he is a 
habitual liar. 

"He is a pathological liar as 
far as I'm concerned.'' sa.vs 
Joseph I. Mulligan, who pro- 


.secuted Shamshak for armed 
robbery. "I don’t know If 
pathological li the right ad¬ 
jective. 1 don't mean it in the 
medical sense. I mean It In the 
common everyday way peo¬ 
ple use it.” f 

Mulligan, who is now in pri¬ 
vate practice In Boston, be¬ 
lieves .Shamshak is capable of 


Inventing his role In the Hill¬ 
side case in ordrer to stay out 
of Walpole. 

"it'i perfectly conceivable 
to me " he told the Times, 
"that Shamshak could read a 
story In Time magazine a 
month ago...and then concoct 
the whole thing...But If there 
were particular details that 


the police say were known 
only to the man In question, I 
don't see how he could have 


made those up....He's ew 
tainly capable of Just throw 
Ing Jones in gratuitously."

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
Philadelphia Inquirer won 
for the fourth straight year— 
this time for exposing abuses 
of police power—as 1978 Pu¬ 
litzer prizes were awarded in 
Journalism and arts this 
week. 

The Inquirer was cited for 
meritorious public service 
for a four-pan series of arti¬ 
cles by veteran court report 
ers Jonathan Neumann and 
William Marlmow. 

The newspaper won for na¬ 
tional reponing in I97S, edi¬ 
torial cartooning in 1978. and 
special local reporting In 
1977. 

The Pulitzer for national 
reporting was won by Gay¬ 
lord Shaw of the Los Angeles 
Times, for a series on unsafe 
structural conditions at 
major U.S. dams. It was the 
result of a month-long inves¬ 
tigation thaf bt'gan after the 
1976 Teton dam collapse. 

Anthony Dolan, a reporter 
for the Stamford. Conn., Ad¬ 
vocate. won in the special 
local reporting category, for 
a series of Investigations into 
municipal corruption there. 
Dolan said he would donate 
his prize money—winners re¬ 
ceive $1.000—to the family of 
Dun Bolles. an Investigative 
reporter for the Arizona He 
public who was murdered in 
1976. 

The general local reporting 
prize was won by Richard 
Whitt of the Louisville Couri¬ 
er-Journal for his investiga¬ 
tion of the Beverly Mills Sup¬ 
per Club fire tn northern 
Kentucky that claimed 164 
lives last May. 

In the drama category, 
Donald Cobum won the Pu¬ 
litzer for The Gin Game, a 
Broadway hit about two el¬

Teachers at 2li of Quebec's 41 
junior colleges staged a half¬ 
day walkout Monday to pro¬ 
test the non-renewal of about 
400 teachers’ contracts. 

Teachers and administra¬ 
tors hurled accusations of 
"bad faith" at each other, as 
both sides said the other had 
failed to make any construc¬ 
tive suggestions at a weekend 
bargaining session. 

The teachers claim that 
their 400 colleagues are enti¬ 
tled to job .security under the 
existing contract, while ad¬ 
ministrators insist that all 
the teachers whose contracts 
have been terminated are 
part-time employees.

Balanced pro gramming under scrutin y' 


Big brothers eye*broadcasters 
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They ‘expect-to see skin 


MONTREAL (CP) — Fed¬ 
eral authorities will be taking 
a closer look at broadcasters' 
obligations to present ba¬ 
lanced programing as a re¬ 
sult of "the imminent possi¬ 
bility of the Introduction of 
referendum legislation,” 
says Plprre Camu, chairman 
of the Canadian Radlo-televi- 
slon and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission. 

Amendments to the Canada 
Elections Act had also 
“brought Into focus a re¬ 
quirement for some commis¬ 
sion consideration of Its in¬ 
terpretation of what Is 
balanced programming.” 
Camu told the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Canadian Associa¬ 
tion of Broadcasters this 
week. 

The commission's review 


would require “a clear ap¬ 
preciation” of all aspects In¬ 
volved in balanced program¬ 
ming. including advocacy 
advertising, he told the pri- 
vate broadcasters’ lobby 
group. 

Advocacy advertising sells 
ideas or concepts rather than 
products, and the CRTC is 
apparently concerned that it 
might be abused in the debate 
on national unity to-sell feder¬ 
alism or separatism. 

Another speaker said politl- 
clans as well as civil servants 
would be scrutinizing the per¬ 
formance of broadcasters, 
particularly during the feder¬ 
al election expected this sum¬ 
mer. 


Knowiton Nash, CBC direc¬ 
tor of TV news and current 
affairs, said that in the elec¬ 
tion expected In June, federal 
politicians would put broad- 
ca.s4ers “under the most In¬ 
tensive political scrutiny” 
ever seen In Canada. 

Because politieians knew 
that broadcasting was the 
best medium to promote their 
views, they would be criticiz¬ 
ing the m^ium and accusing 
it of bias in an attempt to 
manipulate it, Nash said. 

Another speaker. Marcel 
Pepin, editorial board chief 
for Quebec City's dally Le 
Solell. said some journalists 
covering national unity 
stories were doing a dLs.ser- 
vice to the public.

NFL Eagles refinanced again 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 
Loonard Tose, owner of Phil¬ 
adelphia Eagles, has com- 
pleled an estimated $X mil¬ 
lion refinancing program for 
his National Football League 
Club, a lawyer for Tose said 
Tuesday. 

The deal involving Citibank 
of New York, Central Penn 
National Bank of Philadel¬ 
phia and Midiantic Bank of 
.South Haddonfieid. N.J., was 
completed last Thursday, 
said New York lawyer 
Charles Sullivan. 

"‘The presence of two high¬ 
ly regarded local banks 
(MidlBnlic and Central Penn) 
in the same market area as 
Eagles' season ticketholders, 
combined with the experi¬ 
ence of Citibank in sports fin¬ 
ancing, gives the Eagles a 
financial position as strong as 
any team in the NFL today,” 
-said Sullivan, who negotiated 
the team's refinancing. 

Sullivan said Citibank has 
been involved in financial ar¬ 
rangements with at least five 
other NFL owners. 

It was the third lime since 
he purchased the club in 1969 
from former owner Jerry 
Wolman that Tose has nego¬ 
tiated a multi-million dollar 
bank loan for the Eagles. 

Sullivan also confirmed 
that Tose had negotiated a 
persona! loan estimated at $2 
million with two of the three 


banks. He declined to identify 
(he bank.s. 

The key to the team refin¬ 
ancing is the $5 million an¬ 
nual television revenue the 
Eagles will receive starting 
this season under the NH/s 
new television contracts wiHT 
the three major networks, 
Sullivan said. 

.Sullivan Is as.soclated with 
the NFL and is the son of Bill 
Sullivan, owner of New Eng¬ 
land Patriots. 

.Sullivan also acknowledged 
that he represented Tose in 
negotiating to buy out Tose's 
two remaining limited part¬ 
ners in the ownership of the 
Eagles. 

Herbert Barness, a subur¬ 
ban Philadelphia real estate 
developer, holds 29 per cent, 
while Walter Levlnthal, of 
Philadelphia, owns the other 
sjx per cent. 

Sullivan said he is negotiat¬ 
ing with Barness' lawyer and 
is hopeful of reaching an 
agreement. Another source 
said Barness is willing to sell 
his interests if he and Tose 
can agree on a price. 

Sullivan said Tose has an 
option, which expires in 1979. 
to buy out Levinthal. The 
source said Levinthal is be¬ 
lieved to be willing to sell. 

Tose's first loan was fur $10 
million from Philadelphia's 
First Pennsylvania Co. and 
was the key to his $16.25 mil¬ 


lion purchase of the club from 
Wolman. 

First I’ennsylvania. ex¬ 
pressing dissatisfaction with 
Tose's financial operation of 
the franchise, called about $6 
million still outstanding on its 
original loan in Septenib«*r. 


1076. and briefly ttmk contml 
of the team. 

Tose then refinanced with 
Manufacturers National 
Rank of Detroit, paid off 
First Pennsyhania and re¬ 
gained control of the Eagles.

^Meanwhile, a meeting is expected within 
(wo weeks between the city, the founda¬ 
tion and the provincial government to dis¬ 
cuss an anticipated $3.3 million the city will 
encounter in special Games costs. 

The city hopes to recover the money from 
the foundation, which maintains it can¬ 
not pay thf bill. 

The charges include $1.5 million for 
operating facilities until the Games are held 
Aug. 3-12 and $1.8 million for extra police 
and transit services required to support the 
Games.

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CBS pleads for leniency 


' in case of tennis deceit 


NKW YORK (AP) — CBS 
has called on the federal com¬ 
munications commission, 
currcnil.v weighing passible 
punitive action in the wake of 
the network's “winner take- 
all" tennis matches, to con 
sider its "significant contri 
buttons" In broadcasting 
over the last 50 years before 
pa.ssing Judgement. 

The plea was contained in a 
lengthy letter sent Monday 
by John D. Backe. president 
and chief executive officer of 
CBS Inc., and Gene K. Jan 
kowski, president of the CBS 
Broadcast Group, to the KCC.. 
The letter was in response to 
an FCC letter which gave the 
network until April 17 to re¬ 
spond to the commission's 
findings on l|)e tennis 
matches. 

The FCC said, in effect, 
that CBS was guilty of de 
reiving the public by billing 
the four matches—all of 
which involved Jimmy Con 
nors and were televised in 
1975. '76 and ’77—as "wlnner- 
take-all" events when, in 
'fact, both participants re¬ 
ceived substantial guaran¬ 
tees. 

The FCC further found that 
sites of the events received 
promotional plugs on.lhe tele¬ 
casts without CBS broadcast¬ 
ing a disclaimer, as required 
by FCC regulations, and that 
Bob Wussler, who resigned 
recently as president of CBS 
Sports, was guilty of inaccu¬ 
rate statements in his testi¬ 
mony before the commission. 

The FCC suggested that a 
less-lhan-full renewal of the 
five CBS wholly-owned sta¬ 
tions in New York, Los An¬ 
geles. Chicago. Philadelphia 
and St. Louis might be a suit¬ 
able action to take. 

Such an action by the 
FCC—renewing the stations 
for. perhaps, six months in¬ 
stead of the customary three 
years—would result in costly, 
time-consuming work for the 
stations involved and. per¬ 
haps more importantly, 
would be a solid blow to the 
network's prestige. 

CBS's letter makes several 
points intended to convince 
the FCC that the network is 


prepared to clean up its own 
house and does not require 
government sanctions. The 
network fully ackowledgcs its 
responsibility for misleading 
the public but blames the sit 
uation on "failures of institu¬ 
tional procedures and respon¬ 
sibility. not acts of personal 
wrong-doing." ■- 

CBS points to a series of 
Internal procedures set up to 
guard against any repetition. 


For example, the network 
hak appointed a director of 
program practices specifical¬ 
ly to regulate sports and has 
set up procedures for approt 
ing promotional copy and for 
making on-air corrections at 
once if a wrung Impression is 
given. 

In addition, the letter 
points out that Jankowski 
made on air statements ad 
milting CBS's mistakes the 


last two Sunday afternoons 
during the network's sports 
programming. 

The letter also makes ref¬ 
erence to the fact that 
Wussler has been replaced as 
president of sports by Frank 
Smith, a veteran of 27 .vears 
al'CBS and a man with a solid 
reputation for integrity.

Frost boil cancels fa cing

"frost boil" bubbled up on the backstretch. 

It marked pnly the third time in modern history of the 
Ontario Jockey Club a thoroughbred racing program has 
been cancelled. 

Jockey Gary Stahibaum first reported the problem 
area after his mount. Special Gem. stepped In a soR spot 
on the track between the three- and 31^-furlong markers. 

"Gary noticed the soft spot first, but I was right 
behind him in the race." said another jockey, Robin 
Platts. "W'e went over to take a loof after the race. I've 
never .seen anything like jl in my life. 


"A workman pul a shovel into it and It went down about 
two feet. If you walked 10 feel away from it and started 
Jumping up and down you could .see It squish." 

Horses for the fpurih race were already on the 
track, however, before officials and track crews were 
notified of the problem. The horses were returned to the 
paddock before Erwin (Irv) Klugman. OJC vice-presi¬ 
dent and general manager, called a hall to the card. 

Klugman said the frost apparently gollecled "in 
a huge pocket, and when it let go it turned the clay 
under the track into a soup-like consistency." 

"The water and clay then bubbled up to the surface" 
The problem area was 15 to 20 feel in length and about 
eight to 10 fed off the rail.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Tennis star Martina Navrati¬ 
lova saw her bid for Immedi¬ 
ate United States citizenship 
dashed, a least temporarily. 
Tuesday when the House of 
Representatives declined to 
lake up a bill that would have 
shortened the customary 
five-year waiting period fur 
her. 

Shaken by the House ac¬ 
tion. Navratilova left the 
chamber and wept In the 
hallway. 

The 2I-year-old Navratilo¬ 
va defected from Czechoslo¬ 
vakia and applied to become 


a U.S. citizen on Oct. O, 1975. 
Her five-year wait would be 
up Oct. 6. 1980. 

However. Rep. Jim Collins. 
Rep-Texas. along with Reps. 
Hamiliton Pish and Jack 
Kemp. Rep-N.Y.. introduced 
a private bill to permit her to 
become a citlz» immedi¬ 
ately. ^ 

Under the Hou.se rules, one 
member can object to a pri¬ 
vate relief bill and kill It. 
However, a member can also 
ask that the bill be passed 
over without prejudice, thus 
keeping it on the docket to be 
brought up at a later date. 


Hep. Hubert Bauman. Re^ 
,Md.. one of three Republi¬ 
cans who screen private re¬ 
lief bills before they reach 
the House, asked that the 
measure be passed over. 

Usually, when an “ubjec 
tor” asks that a bill be passed 
over, it means he wants to 
study the measure in more 
detail. It is understood, how¬ 
ever, that many members 
don’t want to set a precedent 
in waiving the waiting period 
(or athletes. 

In fact. Rep. Joshua Eil 
berg. Dem-Pa., chairman of 
the judiciary committee's 


sub-committee on immigra¬ 
tion, citizenship and interna¬ 
tional law, filed a report with ' 
the House In which he asked 
that Navratilova's request be 
denied. 

"In my judgment, approval 
of this bill will create an un 
desirable precedent that the 
subcommittee ... (he full 
judiciary committee and the 
Congress will have difficulty 
defending in the future,” He 
said. 

He said the question is 
whether citizenship should 
become an “award for ath¬ 
letic excellence." 


One of the reasons pro 
posed for the bill was that 
Navratilova, if a U.S. citizen 
by July, c(ujld compete for 
the United .States in (he Fed 
eratlon and Wightman Cup

He xald the company re¬

whether to invest 94 million in 
an old building on a limited 
site which had grown like 
lopay over the years, or start 
anew. And If we’d stayed, 
we’d atm have the freight 
cost burden with us.” 

"We have the technically 
most advanced winery In 
North America and arc really 
into the quality end of the 
S.C. wine Industry,'' he said, 
adding It was hoped that 
eventually B.C. wine 
drinkers would come to ap¬ 
preciate the home product 
jqst as California oenophiles 
commend California wines 
and Washington wine 
drinkers back their home- 
state product. 

"We have to» much of a 
stigma lo our industry and a 
Piychokigical disadvantage 
in being local.” Holl said. “It 
doesn’t have to be from far 
away lo be good" 


OTTAWA (CP) — Opposi 
tiun MPs urged the govern 
ment Tuesday to reimburse 

f irovinces for increased wel- 
are costs caused by Individu¬ 
als who are waiting for or 
have lo«t federal unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance benefita. 

Employment Minister Bud 
Cullen replied in the Com¬ 
mons that the federal govern¬ 
ment would not directly 
reimburse the provinces for 
increased welfare costs with 
money saved by changes in 
the unemployment Insurance 
program. 

However. Cullen said com¬ 
pensation was being provided 
through job creation and 
training programs and work 
sharing programs financed 
with unemployment insur¬ 
ance savings. 

Ed Broadbent. New Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader, demand¬ 
ed a federal commitment to 
direct reimbursement of pro¬ 
vincial governments for wel¬ 
fare, In light of the govern¬ 
ment's projection of a 
9135-million saving from 
changes in the insurance pro¬ 
gram. 

The major change. In the 


program last fall requires In 
surance claimants lo work 
between 10 and 14 weeks, de¬ 
pending on the regional un¬ 
employment rate, before 
being eligible for benefits. 
The former requirement was 
eight weeks. 

Broadbent referred to a 
published report which said 
welfare figures in 10 major 
Ontario communities showed 
the municipal taxpayer was 
footing the bill for increased 
unemployment costs. It said 
social service directors bla¬ 
med dried-up unemployment 
insurance benefits at the fed¬ 
eral level. 

The average municipal 
home-owner, through proper¬ 
ty tax, should not have to 
bear the burden of unemploy¬ 
ment costs, Broadbent said. 
He told Cullen he did not dis¬ 
pute that the government was 
using saved unemployment 
insurance funds to create 
new jobs. 

“The point is that particu¬ 
larly In the have-not prov¬ 
inces. which all just a week 
ago experienced,major In- 


creasea in unemployment 
levels, they are still stuck 
with an immense burden," 
Broadbent sold. 

Cullen said studies by his 
department showed two- 
thirds of the Individuals 
whose Insurance benefits ran 
out got jobs quickly. Only 
four per cent of them ended 
up on welfare, he said. 

Lincoln Alexander 
(PC-Himllton West) said the 
two-week waiting period for 
benefits should be shortened 
because individuals claimed 
welfare in the meantime.

“This is due particularly lo 
weeds and grass growing up 
around the logs and this re¬ 
quires a longer time for trim¬ 
ming, etc., hence greater 
labor costs." Russell said. 


Fie added Ihe commission 
had obtained an estimate of 
$2,896 for Installing steel 
posts at 10-foot intervals, 
connected with j^-inch chain, 
but said it felt the “most last¬ 
ing solution was to place a 
road curb completely around 
the park." 

Municipal engineer Geof¬ 
frey White said it would cost 
about SIS a foot lo bring as¬ 
phalt up to the park verges 
and curb the edges.

The standby plan, present- 
i-d 10 Iowa Governor Robert 
Ray as the representative of 
Ihe National (k>\ernors' As¬ 
sociation. would be pul into 
effect only upon a declaration 


of emergency by Ihe presi 
dent and with the approval of 
Congress, ft will be ready for 
public review by negt month 
Implementation of the plan 
would be Justifiable only In 
Ihe event of an emergency of 
Ihe magnitude that would cut 
back oil supplies by 25 per 
rent. Ben Massell. head of Ihe 
Major Energy Program Divi¬ 
sion of the Department of En 
ergy. told governors' asso 
elation representatives from 
Oklahoma, Elorida, New 


York and Michigan who met 
in Des Moines with Ray. 

The Iowa Republican is Ihe 
chairman of the National 
Governors' Conference .Sub 
committee on Energy Pre¬ 
paredness. 

"Anything short of a 10- to 
I.S per-cent cutback would, in 
my judgment, make ration¬ 
ing a terrible mistake." Mas- 
sell said. 

Mas.sell stressed the slrale- 
g\, which is targeted for pub- 
llcalion May I in the Federal 


Register, is "only a proposed 
plan — not a final plan" 

"The currency ticket would 
be worth over $1 a gallon in 
addition to Ihe price of gas." 
Ihe spokesman .said. "So if 
gasoline is 00 cents a gallon 
now and the supply is cut 
back 20 per cent. Ihe market 
price would be in excess of 
ll.tiO." 

He said the department 
proposed issuing ration cou 
pons to registered vehicle 
owners Instead of licensed 


drivers contrary to the ad¬ 
vice of the govemori' task 
force on gas rationing be¬ 
cause "we wanted a plan that 
could be implement^ within 
45 days." 

"If we went to licensed 
drivers we would have to 
have a separate allotment for 
business and we estimate 
them at at least 15 million. 
The bureaucracy gnd lime 
would be to much." Massell 
said.

WASHlNGTOiV (LPl) - 
.Severe winter weather and 
the long coal miners strike 
may have reduced the United 
.States’ economic growth rate 
by two per cent during the 
first quarter, Ihe commerce 
department estimated Mon¬ 
day.

The GNP is defined as the

tion. It is considered the 
broadest and most important 
measurement of economic 
performance. 

The department, in its 
monthly magazine Survey of 
Current Business, estimated 
that personal consumption 
expenditures adjusted for in¬ 
flation, which comprises 


nearly 65 per cent of the 
GNP, declined during the 
first three months of 1978. 

By comparison, personal 
consumption expenditures 
rose 9.5 per rent at an annual 
rate during the fourth quar¬ 
ter of last year. 

Over-all fourth-quarter 
GNP growth was 3.8 per cent. 

Commerce Secretary 
Juanita Kreps said on April I 
that a ‘'temporary interrup¬ 
tion of growth" occurred dur 
ing the first quarter.

fined as any food processed 
more than necessary —

Briggs, professor of nutrition 
at the L'niverslty of Califor¬ 
nia. Berkley. 

Some of the premiere fab¬ 
ricated foods are the meal 
^and egg substitutes and imi¬ 
tation orange juice. 

"Fabricated foods give a 
false sense of .security. Their 
success is great for the adver 
Users but the products are Uh) 
expensive and most impor 
tanlly they are lacking in lew 
many vitamins." he says. 

These highly processed 
fiHKis are touted as the way lo 
eliminate the harmful ingre 
dienis in natural foods by 
substituting innocuous ingre 
diems and fortified vitamins 

According to Briggs they 
are not accomplishing their 
staled goals. 

Briggs conducted a study 
that compared the nutritional 
composition of an artincial 
breakfast composed entirely 
of fabricated fowls and a natu¬ 
ral foods breakfast. 

The Ingredients in the fab¬ 
ricated food breakfasts were 


Tang, Fruity Pebbles, Cora 
Blend (imitation half-and- 
half), Egg Beaten (egg sub- 
s(ltute). Breakfast Links (a 
meat substitute). Pop Tarts 
and coffee. 

The Ingredients in the natu¬ 
ral food breakfast were: or- 
angejuice, whule milk, cream 
of wheal, cereal, an egg, one 
piece of whole wheat toast, 
three sausage links and cof¬ 
fee. 

Briggs and his staff added 
up the vitamins and nutrients 
of each of the two breakfasts 
and the results revealed some 
enlightening statistics. 

There was oafy one area 
where the artificial breakfast 
surpassed the natural one in 
vitamin content. It had about 
three times as much vitamin 
A as did the natural food 

But the fabricated foods 
were out-distanced In some 
important minerals. The nat¬ 
ural breakfast had 10 times as 


much panthothenlc acid (es¬ 
sential for fatty tissue disinte¬ 
gration.) 

There was more than 20 
times as much folic acid, 
twice as much calcium. 10 
timgg as much magnesium 
and five times as much zinc. 

There are 47 essential vita¬ 
mins and minerals and Briggs 
says that in most of the other 
classifications the artiricial 
breakfast did poorly. 

The trend of Increasing fab¬ 
ricated food intake would not 
be of such concern If it wasn't 
increasioK at such an jm 
pressive rale. But a recent 
report on the U.S.A. $200 bil¬ 
lion food industry estimated 
that fabricated foods make 
up about 16 per cent of the 
stale's food bill. It is estimat¬ 
ed that this figure will ri.se lo 
60 per cent by lOtct. 

"I don't think this will hap¬ 
pen.” Briggs .says. “But the 
major thrust of these prod¬ 


ucts is essentially profitabll 
ity. There is nothing lo really 
stem the increases. Unfortun 
ately these products are re 
lated to poor nutrition and 
because of poor nutrition of 
our health care bill is $120 
billion." 

There are some steps to 
ensure that you will not be a 
victim of vitamin and mineral 
deficlrncies because of fabri 
caled food intake. 

Briggs recommends eating 
from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's four food 
groups (milk, bread-cereals, 
meat and fruit-vegetables) 
Currently only 50 per cent of 
the caloric intake is from 
the four-food group structure 

The rest is split between 
three groups of little or nn 
nutritional value: isolated 
fats, purified sugars and 
white flour.

.sentatlve to Ihe urgani/ation, 
was speaking at the Canadian 
Hydrographic Conference at 
Ihe Institute of Ocean Sci¬ 
ences at I’al Bay 

WIgen said the investment 
would provide a Pacific wide 


network nf some too auto¬ 
mated tidal monitoring sta¬ 
tions. which could speed up 
advance warning of tsunamis 
by hours. 

The lead lime could be vital 
In evacuating coastal areas 
threatened by such tidal 
waves, he said, citing Ihe 
case of an island In Ihe Philip 
pines where because of com¬ 
munications difficulties, k. 
000 people were killed by a 
tidal wave last .year. 

WIgen said he feared It 
would lake a major tsunami 
strike in one of Ihe wealthier 
countries to spur action, and 
equaled Ihe sifuallon with 
that of installing traffic lights 
after someone has been killed 
at an Intersection. 

Although the coa.sl of R.C. 
had been relatively free of 
tidal wave disa.sters. WIgen 
said because of earthquake 


Building unions 
form council 
to talk contract 


VANCOLVKR (CP) - 
DtK'umenls officially estab¬ 
lishing a multi-union bar¬ 
gaining council for Ihe B.C. 
construction industry were 
signed here b.v. representa¬ 
tives of the majority of con¬ 
struction unions in Ihe prov¬ 
ince. 

Jim Kinnaird. spokesman 
for the B.C. and Yukon Build 
Ing Trades Council, said 
Monday that officials of 1.5 
unions signed the ducumenls. 
which were prepared after 
several weeks of cnnsulla 
Hons with Ihe B.C. l.abur Re¬ 
lations Board. 

Kinnaird said two other 
unions are also expected In 
” sign Ihe agreement. 


He said the new single bar 
gaining unit was formulated 
to avoid a situation where one 
striking union could cripple a 
vast segment of the construc¬ 
tion Industry. 

Talks on a 1978 collective 
agreement are expected to 
begin next month. 

The 17 International unions 
represent about 60.000 work¬ 
ers. Their agreements are 
Ihe first major contracts up 
(or renewal In B C. following 
Ihe removal nf federal wage 
controls. 

The unions are holding 
their wages and policy con 
ference "Thursday and Friday 
to prepare contract demands. 


activity off Ihe west coast, no 
one could guarantee that 
would always be so. Most 
quakes In B C. waters appear 
to be of the side-slip rather 
than strike-slip variety. 

The latter Involve a rapid 
upward or downward dis¬ 
placement of one of the 
earth's crustal plates, mov¬ 
ing vast volumes of water 
outward at speeds of about 
700 kilometres an hour. 

WIgen said for a quake In 
the Aleutians, that gave Ha¬ 
waii a four-hour lead time 
theoretically, but because it 
takes about half an hour to 
determine where the quake 
occurred, and up to several 
hours to obtain records from 
manually-operated tidal 
monitoring stations, that lead 
time was cut dramatically. 

•’Sometimes the operators 
In Honolulu wait for hours, 
mil knowing whether a wave 
is coming." he said. 

He suggested Canada, 
which was in Ihe forefront In 
tidal monitoring technology, 
could set an example for the 
rest of the Pacific by getting 
its measuring devices In 
place. 

WIgen said despite Ihe fart 
that tsunamis wreak major 
havoc on coastal areas in 
many parts of the Pacific, 
little research had been done 
on them. He said he began 
Investigating seven known 
events at Tofino since the 
turn of the century and found 
there had actually been 21 
tidal wave Incidents there. 

"It also appears they are 
highly directional, rather 
than heading out. as original¬ 
ly thought. In a circular pat¬ 
tern such as one sees on 
throwing a stone into a pool." 

The conference, which is 
devoted principally to techni¬ 
cal matters although it has a 
Captain James Cook bicen- 
lennial theme, runs through 
Thursday and is being at¬ 
tended by some 200 hydro- 
graphers from Canada and 
other countries.

Cohen autopsy 
points to drugs

'Robertson, who conducted 
the autopsy, said there was 
no indication of heart dis 
ease, no needle marks on the 
body, and no sign of pills in

Cohen, the 26 year old vice- 
president and heir to (he 
Army and Navy department 
store chain, was found dead 
Monday in a city hotel. 

The body was found aboui 
ft: I& a.m. U is b(‘lieved Cohen 
died between 3 a.m. and 5 
a m.. Robertson said. 

Police initially said it ap 
peared Cohen had died of a 
drug overdose. 

Cohen had checked into the 
hotel Sunday night with a 
male nurse, in accordance 
with a court-ordered drug re 
habililation program The 
nurse checked Into an adjoin¬ 
ing room. 

Robertson said Cohen s 
bladder was swollen almost 
up to the navel and the stoiti 
ach contents had been regur¬ 
gitated. consistent with a 
drug overdose. He said (here 
was also evidence of alcohol 
in the body, which might 
have contributed to (he 
death. 

Superintendent Tom Herd- 
man of city police said homi¬ 
cide detectives were inve.sti-

The seals, moving east¬ 
ward down the coast of the 
island, are estimated to num¬ 
ber about 30,000. ■ —

Quebec funding 
classic schools 


QUEBEC (CP) - The in 
tcrgovemmental affairs de¬ 
partment has made grants 
totalling $2.5 million to two 
exclusive private schools In 
Montreal which follow, a 
French classical college cur¬ 
riculum. 

College Marie-de-France, a 
school for girls, has received 
$I million and College Stanis¬ 
las, a boys’ school, has re¬ 
ceived $ 1.5 million In special 
grants, say documents tabled 
at the legislative committee 
on public accounts.

MP’s photos cost 
British taxpayers 


l,()NDON (Reuter) — Brit¬ 
ain's Foreign Secretary 
David Owen has issued 25.000 
photographs of himself at 
public expense, a parliamen¬ 
tarian of the governing Labor 
party alleged Monday. 

Arthur Lewis, a I.ondon 
member of Parliament, .said 
Owen’s habit of distributing 
signed photographs was cost 
ing taxpa.vers more than $ 10 . 
300 a year. 

In a written question, he 


asked the 39-year-old Owen to 
stop handing out photographs 
in the interests of reducing 
government expenditure. 

The foreign office was not 
amused.

— President Hafez Assad re¬ 
placed his prime minister 
and air force commander in 
back-to-back decrees this 
week. 

Assad named parliament 
Speaker Mohammed All Ha- 
laby to form a cabinet re¬ 
placing the l7-month-old ad¬ 
ministration of Prime 
Minister Abdel Rahman 
Khleifawi. 

In a surprise move hours 
later, he replaced Air Force 
Commander Gen. Naji Jamil 
with Gen. Subhi Haddad, a 
prominent member of 
Assad's ruling Baath Socia¬ 
list Party. 

Diplomats and government 
sources said the twin moves 
stemmed from domestic 
political considerations and 
were part of a move to step 
up an attack on Syria's eco¬ 
nomic and security prob¬ 
lems. 


But the replacement of 
Jamil—a moderate favoring 
close ties with Saudi Ara¬ 
bia—al.so raised the possibili¬ 
ty of a further hardening of 
Syrian Middle East policy. 

Syrian foreign policy has 
steered a middle road be¬ 
tween .Saudi Arabia, which 
has poured In large amounts 
of economie aid, and the So¬ 
viet Union, which has backed 
Syrian opposition to current 
Middle East peace moves 
with a pledge of increased 
military support.

NDP mulling pullout 
over referendum aid 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Now 
Democratic Parly Is having 
second thoughts about its 
participation In the umbrella 
eommttlee of pro-federalisl 
groups for the Quebec refer¬ 
endum campaign. 

“Whether or not we con¬ 
tinue is under review," a 
spokesman for Ed Broad- 
bent. national leader, said 
Tuesday.

All of Quebec's political 
parlies, including the Liber¬ 
als, say neither federal nor 
provincial government funds 
should be given to pro-feder¬ 
alist or pro independence 
groups. 

The NDP's Quebec City re- 
gional organization an¬ 
nounced Monday it was with¬ 
drawing from the umbrella 
committee because it disa¬ 
greed with the federal grant.

Barbara Dunn of Vancou¬ 
ver. chairman of the commit¬ 
tee, said present federal reg¬ 
ulations are primarily 
designed with the safety of 
passengers in mind.

Marc Lalonde. federal-pro¬ 
vincial relations minister, 
said the gram was justified 
because the country was 
fighting for its survival. 

Spending during the reter- 
endum campaign itself would 
tn' controlled and would be 
unaffected by previous feder¬ 
al grants, Lalonde said. 

Quebec Premier Rene Le¬ 
vesque says the fall of 1979 
would be a logical lime to 
hold the referendum on the 
future of Quebec's relations 
with-Canada.

Despite a number of de¬ 
fence witnesses who suggest¬ 
ed' lengthy probation with 
strict supervision. Judge 
Fred Green sentehced a 23- 
year-oid man In Victoria pro¬ 
vincial court Tuesday to 22 
months in jail. 

Green, before pronouncing 
sentence on Marek Bohdan 
Czyzewski. said citizens were 
entitled to some sense of se¬ 
curity and that he could not 
allow feelings as a human 
being to interfere with his 
duties as a Judge. 

Czyzewski entered guilty 
pleas Feb. 27 to one count of 
robbery with violence and 
two counts of attempted rob¬ 
bery with violence. 

Crown counsel Richard 
Law went over the sequence 
of events Feb. II whjeh led to 
Czyzewski’s arrest by Vic¬ 
toria city police. 

The siring of holdups began 
at about 4:40 p.m., when &y- 
zewski entered The Jewelry 
Box, 910 Government, 
grabbed a woman by the 
throat and demanded money. 
He was unsuccessful and 
rushed out when a customer, 
came into the store. 

About nine minutes later. 
Czyzewski went to Studio 35 
Photography. 634 Humboldt, 
and grabbed another woman 
from behind, demanding “all 
the money you have.” Again, 
he w as unsuccessful when the 
woman struggled free. 

At about 6:30 p.m.. he en¬ 
tered Freddy The Free¬ 
loader's. 1537 Fort, and 
grabbed a male clerk by the 
throat, reached in and look 
about $150 from the till. A 
struggle ensued and Czy¬ 
zewski dropped about $24 be¬ 
fore running out when a cus¬ 


tomer dashed out to phone 
police. 

Czyzewski was arrested 
about a half hour later by 
police, who were waiting at 
his residence at 1023 Bel¬ 
mont. 

Defence lawyer David Wil¬ 
son asked the court to take 
into consideration that no 
knife or weapoiFwas used In 
any of the incidents and ar- 
gued that if Czyzewski stayed 
on the same path, he would be 
a substantial nuisance and 
burden to society and possi¬ 
bly a danger. Wilson suggest- 
ed that this was a crossroads 
In his client's life and asked if 
society might not be best 
served by giving him the help 
offered by witnesses to have 
him in their home under 
mandatory and strict super¬ 
vision for his drinking prob¬ 
lem. 

Wilson said his client was 
an Immature young man with 
no control over his impulses. 

Law argued that the psy¬ 
chiatric report ordered by the 
judge advocated serious con¬ 
sideration of day parole at 
the least and said that if Czy¬ 
zewski had matured in the 
last 38 days, which were 
spent in Wilkinson Road jail 
awaiting disposition of the 
charges, he should not go to 
jail. But Law noted that Czy- 
zewski's criminal record in¬ 
cluded a 1974 conviction for 
robbery, for which he re¬ 
ceived a two-year sentence, 
two convictions for breach of 
probation in 1975. and. three 
convictions for armed rob¬ 
bery in 1976. for which he 
received another two years in 
jail. 

I.aw said the nature of the 
offence demanded consider¬ 


ation of a long term of incar¬ 
ceration. 

Green, noting that his op¬ 
tions were fairly wide in this 
case, said his decisibn had to 
reflect concern for the pro¬ 
tection of society and noted 
that Czyzewski had an unfor¬ 
tunate histoiy in the form of a 
serious criminal record. He 
said that Czyzewski obvious¬ 
ly suffered from psychologi¬ 
cal as well as environmental 
problems which no one per¬ 
son could correct. No matter 
how willing the people around 
him were to help. Green stat¬ 
ed, Czyzewski had to help 
himself. 

On the robbery charge. 
Green sentenced Czyzewski 
to 22 months in prison, placed 
him on one year's pr^tion. 
ordered him to abstain from 
alcohol and drugs during the 
probation period, and recom¬ 
mended he be allowed to par¬ 
ticipate in any Outward 
Bound or gradual-release 
program. 

Green imposed concurrent, 
15-month terms on the other 
two charges. 


One of two persons jointly 
charged with a Monday 
break-in in Sidney pleaded 
guilty to the charge and was 
remanded to next Monday for 
sentence, 

Charlie Gordon Reming¬ 
ton. 24. and Kathleen Maria 
Remington, 28, both .of 2530 
Mount Newton Cross Roads, 
were jointly charged with 
breaking into Island Furni¬ 
ture Mart Ltd., 2513 Beacon, 
and with possession of stolen 
property. 


After the man entered a 
guilty plea to breaking and 
entering, crown counsel Ni¬ 
cholas Lang told the court 
Sidney RCMP checked Re¬ 
mington's vehicle at a Sidney 
parking lot at about 12:35 
a.m. and was told Reming¬ 
ton's car needed water. Po¬ 
lice relumed about five mi¬ 
nutes later and found a tape 
deck near a doorway and de^ 
elded to Investigate further. 

In the vehicle were found a 
turntable, speakers, tapes. 


Teacher, 49, 
gets life term 

ULM. West Germany 
(Reuter) — A 49-year-old 
chemistry teacher has been 
sentenced to life in pri.son for 
trying to kill his wife by put¬ 
ting cancer-causing agents in 
her food. The prosecution 
said Siegfried Ruopp com¬ 
mitted his “cold-blooded 
crime" in order to punish his 
wife, Ingeborg, fora past Infi¬ 
delity and to make it possible 
for him to marry another 
woman. 


and two color television sets 
from the Sidney store valued 
at more than $2,000. 

Lang advised the court that 
Remington's parole, on a 
charge of trafficking In nar¬ 
cotics had been revoked. He 
was on mandatory parole su¬ 
pervision until Oct. 31 of this 
year. 

Kathleen Marla Remington 
was remanded without plea 
until the same date and was 
released on her own recogni¬ 
zance in the sum of $500. 


A 17-year-old who failed to 
attend school as directed in 
his probation order was sen¬ 
tenced to three days in jail. 

Terry Lee Miller, 17, of 650 
Davida, pleaded guilty to 
breach of probation. 

Lang told the court Miller 
was convicted Sept. 29, 1977 
in Port AlbemI of theft under 
$200. He was handed a su¬ 
spended sentence, placed on 
nine months' probation and 
ordered to attend school. 


Lang said a vice-principal 
at Spectrum Community 
School reported that Miller 
withdrew from the school 
Feb. 7 after being absent for 
a month. 

Green said he didn't partic¬ 
ularly enjoy imposing jail 
terms but said the courts 
could not tolerate wilful 
breaches of probation orders. 


Gfen Allen Bond, 3229 Shel¬ 
ley, received concurrent 
terms of seven and five days 
In jail after pleading guilty to 
impaired driving and as¬ 
saulting a peace officer. 

Lang said Bond was pulled 
over at about 10:25 p.m.

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Conservationists urge B.C. Hydro to consult on spraying 

Adversary stance under attack

Opponents of B.C. Hydro's 
proposed 2.4-D spraying 
projects in the Campbeii 
River and Goid River areas 
said Tuesday that Hydro 
shouid shed its adversary re¬ 
lationship with locai- com¬ 
munities. 

The crown corporation 
should adopt procedures 
making potentially harmful 
projects accountable to citi¬ 
zens at the local level, the 
eight local organizations in 
the Campbell River Environ¬ 
mental Council said Tuesday. 

Projects which might cause 
significant harm to the en¬ 
vironment. health or means of 
livelihood should be discussed 
beforehand with citizens and 
local experts, the council 
said. 

Council members are the 
Sierra Club of Western Cana¬ 
da: Steelhead Society; Tyee 
Clul;: Mitlenatch Field Natu¬ 
ralist Society; Fishing Guides 
Association; Fish and Wild¬ 
life Association; Estuary As¬ 
sociation and the Internation¬ 
al Woodworkers of America 
Environmental Committee 
Camp S of MacMillan-Bloe- 
del. 

Hydro officials said last 


week, following widespread 
opposition to 2,4-D spraying 
projects from concerned citi¬ 
zens and workers In Camp¬ 
bell River, Black Creek, 
Courtenay and Gold River, 
that a moratorium on the 
proposed spraying operations 
would be considered while 
Hydro staff Investigated the 
use of non-chemic^ vegeta¬ 
tive controls. 

Hydro uses vegetative con¬ 
trols in tlie form of grass 
mixtures on about half of Its 
power lines in the province. 
None of these vegetative-con- 
trolled lines is on Vancouver 
Island. 

The proposed 2,4-D projects 
for Vancouver Island were 
approved by the provincial 
environment ministry’s pesti¬ 
cide control committee under 
a May 1 to Oct. 31 permit 
naming watersheds in the 
Campbell River and Gold 
River areas as part of the 
spraying area. 

Hydro officials told a citi¬ 
zens' meeting last week In 
Campbell River that there 
was not a critical need at this 
time for the use of chemicals 
alongside power lines in cen¬ 
tral and north-central Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Sierra Club spokesman Bob 


Nixon of Victoria said Tues¬ 
day the small percenuge of 
troublesome alder alongside 
power lines In the Campbell 
River and Gold River areas 
could be slashed this year, 
and that In the next year 
“Hydro could sit down with 
residents and go over a plan 
for vegetative control along 
power lines." 

Shrubs such as kinnikin- 


nlck, laurel, huckleberry, sal- 
monberry, gorse and broom 
have been proposed to pre¬ 
vent red alder and other tall- 
growing plants from becom¬ 
ing established alongside 
power tines. 

A Hydro spokesman In Van¬ 
couver said last week that the 
cost of planting shrubs, as 
opposed to grass (which is 
planted In drier regions of 


interior B.C.) would be '‘pro¬ 
hibitive.'’ 

Nixon said that to say the 
cost would be prohibitive 
“suggests a lack of in-depth 
knowledge of Vancouver Is¬ 
land ecology and of vegeta¬ 
tive management in particu¬ 
lar." 

Some tall plants alongside 
power lines can cause power 
outages or brown-outs. 


Man escapes term in jail 
,but wears ‘trouble’ label 


A 23-year-old Victoria man, 
labelled a known troublemak¬ 
er In the community by coun¬ 
ty court Judge E.J.C. 
Stewart, was given a su¬ 
spended sentence Monday 
and placed on probation for 
three months. 


James Brian McWilliams 
was found guilty last week of 
assault causing bodily harm 
to Albert Russell Turner. 
Court was told McWilliams 
punched Turner once at an 


after-hours club downtown 
for no apparent reason. 

McWilliams, who plans to 
start work In Edmonton May 
3, was ordered by Stewart to 
remain at home between 
midnight and < a.m. while on 
probation. 

"This Is unusual treatment 
for such a case for a record 
like the kind of one you 
have,’’ Stewart said. 

McWilliams has seven 
criminal convictions, the last 


one four years ago for assault 
causing bodily harm. 

The judge said that usually 
for this kind of offence and 
considering the record, 
McWilliams should go to jail. 

But “having regard to all 
the circumstances," includ¬ 
ing the fact that it happened 
in the early morning of Feb. 
19.1977, the presence of alco¬ 
hol and the absence of a 
weapon, “I do not think it is a 
case for a custodial sentence, 
and a fine would not be appro¬ 
priate.”

Jordan River riot 


Floor at camp 
hid home brew' 


Homemade brew sloshed 
under the floor has been pin¬ 
pointed as the major cause of 
a riot at Jordan River pris¬ 
on camp over the weekend, 
and an internal inquiry is ex¬ 
pected to start as soon as 
Sooke RCMP complete their 
investigation into the ram¬ 
page. 

The outbreak occurred late 
Saturday and resulted In a 
just-finished office-stores- 
gymnasium complex valued 
at $150,000 which some pris¬ 
oners had helped to build 
being completely burned to 
the ground and considerable 
damage done to other build¬ 
ings and equipment in the 
minimum-seucrity Institu¬ 
tion. 

Approximately half the 38 
prisoners were believed to be 
involved in the rampage and 
It were transferred to Wilkin¬ 
son Road jail. 

Guards found a “pretty po¬ 
tent” mixture of left-over 
fruit juices and sugar hidden 
beneath a tool shed floor. 

Charges of arson are being 
contemplatethagainst a num¬ 
ber of the inmates. One,20- 
year-old John Richard Mar¬ 
low, has already been 
charged with escaping lawful 
cust^y and being unlawfully 
at large. 

The three guards who were 
on duty when the riot broke 


out were aided by four off- 
duty corrections officers and 
eight policemen who were 
working on a moving road¬ 
block near the area at the 
time. 

‘Stupid 
offence’ 
nets jail 

Drunkenness and a domes¬ 
tic dispute were no excuse for 
a'break-in at a downtown 
shop last year, Victoria coun¬ 
ty court Judge M.L.T. Drake 
said Monday. 

He sentenced Brian Nelson 
Offer, 27, of Victoria to four 
months in jail for what he 
described as a stupid offence.

Garden Notes 




A Karden (hat demand* too much 
attention I* almost sure to be neglected, 
so In planning a garden, the estimated 
amount of work Involved in mainte¬ 
nance should be well within the scope of 
the family or available paid labor. How¬ 
ever devoted one may be to the cause of 
gardening, there are always duties and 
diversions to complete for one's avail¬ 
able time. 

1 can't think offhand of any plants 
that make less demands on a gardener's 
time than the members of the heather 
family. No group of plants need less 
looking after; no other group of plants 
provides bloom right through the whole 
year as heathers do. They are among 
the most trouble-free of any subjects In 
the garden. Pests don't seem to be 
attracted to them, and I have never seen 
a smidgin of mildew, mould, leaf spot or 
any other of the fungus diseases that so 
often plague other plants and shrubs. 

The only time heaths have gone 
miffy on me was when I tried to grow 
them In a high-lime soil. The leaves 
became pale and anaemic until I 
hoicked them out and replanted them in 
beds of peat soil. 

Some members of the Erica family 
are not so fussy and will tolerate a fair 
amount of lime without any symptoms 
of iron hunger — chlorosis — but even 


these easy going kinds will do better in 
soil which is on the acid kind. 

It is quite possible to grow acid-lov¬ 
ing plants on a site which is naturally 
limey and where the soil Is full of oyster 
shell — this Is /airly common in the Gulf 
Islands — but you have to do it In raised 
beds. It is no use at all Just digging a 
hole and filling It with peat or peaty soil, 
for in no time at all the lime and limey 
soil water has impregnated (he peat. 
Lime always works downward, and the 
only way to avoid contaminating (he soH 
mixture is to keep It up on tup. 

The trick here is to make a box like 
enclosure of bricks, concrete blocks, 
rocks, logs or the like, and fill it with 
coarse, unmilled peat moss and lime- 
free sand, thoroughly mixed. Plant up 
the.se raised beds with a variety of 
heathers — azaleas too — and they'll be 
as happy as mudlarks. 

Some of the lime-tolerant heaths are 
Ericas King George, with dark red blos¬ 
soms and blooming in midwinter; 
Springwood White, with pure white 
blossoms and blooming usually in Feb¬ 
ruary, and Winter Beauty, which is 
often at Its best in December, with rosy 
pink blooms. 

.Some other good ones which must be 
grown either in naturally acid soil or in 
raised beds are Erica Mackay “H. 


Maxwell" inxlear pink and blooming In 
July; Erica hybrida. pale pink and in 
bloom from November to April; Erica 
Vagans "Lyonesse" with white blos¬ 
soms appearing off and on from August 
to November, and Erica mediterranea 
superba. a deep rose pink, flowering In 
March. 

In the Scottish branch of the heather 
family. I am especially fond of Calluna 
vulgaria “H E. Beale," blooiding from 
late August to November and covering 
itself with fully double, silvery pink 
rosettes, rhls is a remarkably versatile 
plant, excellent for garden decoration, 
as a cut flower, and It can be dried for 
winter decoration. In England It Is fair¬ 
ly common practice to pot up three- 
year-old plants in h- or 6-inch pots for 
indoor growth. 

As you can see. It is quite possible to 
have color in a heather garden every 
month of (he year. Not only that, but 
they can be planted at any time of (he 
year except when (he ground is actually 
frozen or covered with snow. 

For an even more colorful display, 
you could unde^lant spring-flowering 
heaths with some of the small blue bulb 
flowers such as the scillas, muscari nr 
chionodoxa. The contrast between the 
lovely clear blue of these bulb flowers 
and the soft pinks and reds of the heaths 
make a most charming picture.

Just for the stories.” she said, 
quite as Mrs. Malarop herself 
might have said it. "Would 
you like to come over and 
read them" 

"Would I!" writes Mrs. 
Pahner, recalling her excite¬ 
ment. "Next day, after 
school, she sat me in a rock¬ 
ing chair beside the fireplace 
in her kitchen. I stroked her 
striped cat as she bustled in 
her front room, came back 
an|J. carefully handed me a 
bluegreen magazine. The 
cover showed churches, 
shops, -buildings .. . Gentle¬ 
men in top hats . . . Globular 
streetlamps. . . a newsboy. It 
was dated July, 1891. “ 'It’s 
over 20 years old,' said Mrs. 
Churchill" 

Rene raced through the 
pages until she came to “A

Most people seem to believe that the 
words “problem” and “solution" rfre 
antonyms,..like "hot” and “cold" or 
"high" and “low.” Just as you can't 
have hot without cold or high without 
low, they imagine you can't have a 
problem without a solution. 

But they are making a philosophical 
as well as a grammatical mistake. 
Some problems — some of the most 
essential human problems, in fact — 
have no real solutions. They have, at 
best, uneasy compromises 

As one important and persistent 
modem problem, take the matter of 
drugs for medication. How long should a 
new drug be tested? How safe must It be 
found to be allowed on the market? 
When are the side-effects serious 
enough to ban it? How do we measure 
Its possible abuse against its probable 
effectiveness? 

There are no clear-cut answers to 
any of these questions. There is no 
“solution" to (he problem of drug man¬ 
ufacture and distribution. There is only 
compromise, made on the basis of expe- 




Scandal in Bohemia. " the 
great detective's first adven¬ 
ture. “It was the beginning of 
a daily ritual — a Sherlock 
Holmes story a day. Mrs. 
Churchill pointed out that I 
was a lucky girl, to be able to 
read one every day. 'We had 
to wait a whole month,' she 
said. 

“Lucky! I was the luckiest 
girl in Stockton Heath, if not 
all Cheshire. Every day she 
brought out the next issue, 
from wherever she kept her 
(rove. She (old me some day 
she would have them bound, 
wbatever that meant, when 
her ship came in. 

"Her kitchen smelled of 
parkin, that spicy, treacle 
and oatmeal cake . . . Mrs. 
Churchill knew how much I 
liked it. and baked it on many 
a day ... for my sake. I sat in 
(he rocking chair, her rat at 
my feet, reading and eating 
greedily. To this day, my me¬ 
mories of Sherlock Holmes 
are piercingly parkin . . ." 

This picture of a little girl 
in an English kitchen devour¬ 
ing her parkin and her daily 
ration of Sherlock Holmes re¬ 
minds me of the daily ritual 
of Mr. Warburton, the Presi¬ 
dent in Somerset Maugham's 
story, which must have been 
taking place at about the 
same time, but half a world 
away. Mr. Warburton’s out- 
station in Borneo was so re¬ 
mote that the riverboat 
brought mail only once every 
six weeks, including, of 


course, the London Times, 
each copy of which had been 
wrapped and dated, accord¬ 
ing to Mr Warburton's in¬ 
structions. He read them one 
a day. at early tea on his 
veranda, never looking 
ahead, though his nation was 
»t war and the temptation 
was great. 

Just as tragic news must 
occasionally have come to 
Mr. Warburton, It came one 
afternoon to R^. 

“Sherlock nolmes was 
dead,"she says. “There it 
was — in the magazine. He 
and his arch enemy, 
Moriarty, locked in each 
other's arms in the desperate 
fight, had fallen to the bottom 
of the deep Alpine gorge. Dr. 
Watson said so himself In 
'The Final Problem.' in The 
Strand. 

“I began to cry all over my 
pinafore. He w«s dead! I 
looked up through my tears to 
see Mrs. Churchill looking at 
me silently, her hands under 
her long white apron which 
touched her shoes. 

“ 'Now I'll tell you summat 
(hat'll give you a big sur¬ 
prise,' she said, handing me a 
handkerchief. Then she told 
me that all Britain had felt 
exactly as I did when Sher¬ 
lock Holmes died. Letters by 
the thousands had poured 
into The Strand and to Conan 
Doyle, pleading, "Bring back 
Sherlock Holmes!' 'My 
Alfred wrote one too,’ she 
added. And at last Mr. Doyle 


wrote in this selLsame maga 
zine that Mr. Holmes had 
escaped death in that gorge 
and was back at 221-B Baker 
Street . . . 

“And to prove It, Mrs. 
Fairy Godmother Churchill 
pulled a Strand Magazine, 
dated October, .1903. from 
under her apron, and showed 
me that Sherlock Holmes was 
indeed alive, and well — in 
■The Adventure of the Empty 
House,' It w^s my first mira¬ 
cle.’ ” 

Then a few years ago Mrs. 
Pahner was visiting with Dr. 
Frederick Shroyer, a profes¬ 
sor and Holmes buff at Cali¬ 
fornia State University, Los 
Angeles, and slu told her 
story. Dr. Shroy«?r then pro¬ 
duct his own bound file of 
The Strand with all the 
Holmes stores she had read. 
He bad obtained it through 
hit bookseller in London. 

” ‘Just think,’ I said, hand 
ing the first volume back to 
Dr. Schroyer. ‘Maybe these 
were the very ones I read In 
Mrs. Churchill'i kitchen, so 
long ago. Maybe her ship 
never did come in, and she 
sold her collection to your 
bookseller.' ' 

“ ‘At a matter of fact.’ said 
Dr. Shroyer, 'I distinctly get 
a faint, spicy fragrance 

As Holmes himself would 
certainly have observed, 
says Mrs Pahner, it was a 
clue.

They permit new 
concoctions to come on the market 
much sooner and faster than we do, but 
then monitor their effects much more 
carefully than we do. The U.S., on the 
other hand, inhibits the development of 
new drugs by interminable regulations, 
hut when a drug is approved, the gov¬ 
ernment seems to feel its responsibility 
is ended. 

This is demonstrably unfair both to 
the drufmanufacturers and to the pub¬ 
lic. Th former are discouraged in their

competitive search for new compounds, 
and the latter are often denied the bene¬ 
fits of a drug for years after its relative 
safety has been demonstrated in other 
countries. We seem to be too tough in 
the laboratory, and too casual in the 
marketplace. 

For one thing. North Americans 
have been conditioned to be prescrip¬ 
tion-happy. No visit to a doctor is comp- 
plete until he hands a prescription to (he 
patient, whether he requires it or not. 
Doctors are partly to blame for this 
situation, but even more so our prevail¬ 
ing national myth that there is a drug 
for ever affliction. 

This completes the circle of “prob¬ 
lem" and “solution." If ever problem 
has a solution, every ailment must have 
its appropriate drug. It is a childish 
attitude which, unfortunately, neither 
(he pharmaceutical houses nor the me¬ 
dical profession have done anything to 
discourage. Most drugs that are strong 
enough to help you are also strong 
enough to hurt you. and there is no way 
out of that dilemma. ’

JACKSONVILLE. N.C. 
(AP) — Two L'.S. Air Force 
jet fighter planes crashed 
into fields near Jacksonville 
on. apparently after their 
wingtips brushed during a 
training flight. One pilot was 
killed and three other men 
were injured. 


News o( the federal funding 
for the port development for 
Duke Point was gieeted with 
delight by local officials, who 
had been expecting the good 
news for several weeks.

“It’s a 
sunny day today in the city of 
Nanaimo,” 

Ney said Ihe announcemeni 
was the final catalyst needed 
to make the Duke Point 
project a reality. He pledged 
the co-operation of city coun¬ 
cil and the citizens of Nanai¬ 
mo in getting the project on 
the road. 

Don Rawlins, chairman of 
the Nanaimo harbor Com¬ 
mission, said the commission 
had tried to expand its faefli- 
ties in Nanaimo’s inner har 
bor and had found this unfea¬ 
sible. The new development, 
he said, would be one of the 
few in B.C. outside of a river 
estuary. 

But. Barron said his group 
was concerned that tha devel¬ 
opment of the sawmilit would 
mean increased log baoming 
in the estuary. 

He questioned statements 
by Anderson and Rawlins 
that there would be no addi¬ 
tional log baoming in the es¬ 
tuary'. and asked for a guar¬ 
antee that this meant no 
increase in volume or fre¬ 
quency. 

Anderson said his an¬ 
nouncement last week that 


$1.5 million would be .spent on 
a study of the entire Nanaimo 
river watershed, was an indi¬ 
cation the federal govern¬ 
ment intended to carry out 
the project in an environmen¬ 
tally acceptable manner. 

Jim Irvine, of the ILWU. 
also welcomed the announce¬ 
ment of federal participation. 

“We all know the harbor 
has been going downhill for 
years” he said. “We need an 
upgrading and this is the an¬ 
swer.” 


Irvine said the announce¬ 
ment was the biggest thing to 
happen to Nanaimo in the 
past 25 years and for the next 
50 years. 

Gertrude Hall, vice-chair¬ 
man of the Nanaimo Region 
al District, said the an¬ 
nouncement laid to rest 
uncertainties over the 
project. The development 
would be of economic impor 
tance to the entire regional 
district, she said.

CORVARO. Italy (CP) - Frogmen 
dragged a mountain trout-fishing lake Tues¬ 
day for the body of Aldo Moro after a 
message purport^ to have been from his 
terrorist kidnappers said the former pre¬ 
mier had been killed and dumped into the icy 
waters. 

But the search in shallow Lake Duchessa, 
IIS kilometres northeast of Rome, was su¬ 
spended at dusk and officials said the mes¬ 
sage, which also threatened other politi¬ 
cians, might have been a ruse to divert the 
attention of the police. 

Rome police said that earlier in the day 
they had found what appeared to be a hideout 
used by the Red Brigades, the feared urban 
guerrillas who kidnapped the (l-year-old 
Moro and killed his five guards in a Rome 
street ambush March 16. 

The failure to find any trace of Moro 


"might lead us to think that nobody or 
anything like a body has been thrown into the 
lake,” one searcher was reported to have told 
Rome headquarters of Moro’s Christian 
Democratic party. Still, the hunt was to 
resume today. 

Search parties were dispatched by helicop¬ 
ter to the lake, in a hollow of the Apen- 
nine Mountains four kilometres from Cor- 
varo village, after the Rome newspaper II 
Messagero received a message bearing the 
signature of the Red Brigades. The terror¬ 
ists announced three days ago that Moro had 
been convicted in a “people's trial” and sen¬ 
tenced to die. 

"The lake is thick with Ice,” Prosecutor-

Panamanian leader (^. Omar Torrijos told 
his countrymen Tuesday night his mission to achieve a 
new canal treaty is accomplished. 

In a television address that followed ratification of 
the Panama canal treaty by the U.S. Senate, Torrijos 
said the vote is a great triumph for Panama. 

The general’s speech indicated complete accep¬ 
tance of the treaties as modified by the U.S. Senate. 

He said the vote means that after 13 years of 
negotiation, his missioh is completed. 

Torrijos announced immediate restoration of full 
political freedoms in Panama. Activities of political 
parties have been suspended since he came to 
power in a coup d’etat 10 years ago. 

Congressional elections already have been called 
for August. 

Meanwhile,'thousands of Panamanians rushed 
into the streets cheering with happiness as the U.S. 
Senate ratified the final canal treaty. 

They had been huddling around radios, listening to 
the vote count and began 
shouting with glee when 
the necessary 67 votes for 
ratification was reached. 

Bands that had gathered In 
CInco de'Mayo Plaza broke 
into Caribbean salsa music. 

But at a news conference, 
Torrijos said his army would 
have “Intervened’’ in the 
Canal Zone “tomorrow morn¬ 
ing" if the U.S. Senate had 
refused to ratify the trea¬ 
ty. ' 

“The armed forces had de¬ 
cided that if the treaty had 
been rejected or not accept¬ 
able to Panama, they would 
have intervened in the canal 
by tomorrow morning,” Tor¬ 
rijos said. “Tomorrow morn¬ 
ing we would have started our 
fight for liberation or possibly 
the canal would not have been 
in operation." 

Torrijos warned that if the 
United States had tried to 
intervene in Panama under 
the socalled Deconcini 
amendment, Panama urould 
have destroyed the 50-mile- 
long canal. 

That amendment would au¬ 
thorize the United States to 
use military force if neces¬ 
sary to reopen the canal If 
it is shut down for any reason, 
including the Panamanians 
even after the turnover. 

U.S. troops In the Canal 
Zone were pul on an “in¬ 
creased readiness” status to 
guard against possible vio¬ 
lence. The Panamanian Na¬ 
tional Guard increased its 
protection of the U.S. Embas¬ 
sy, where demonstrating left¬ 
ist students Monday splashed 
the building with red, white 
and blue paint—the colors of 
the Panamanian flag.

Nazi-hunter 
'lost faith’ 
in Canada 


VANCOUVER (CP)—The man who tracked down 
Adolf Eichmann said Tuesday that he lost confidence 
in the Canadian government after it failed to help In 
bringing suspected mass murderers to trial. 

“There was a time that I had hoped that in Canada 
they would do the minimum.” said Simon Wiesen 
thal, head of the Jewish Documentation Centre in 
Vienna. 

“1 Informed the (Canadian) authorities about 
people here. The answer was nothing. Many times 
when 1 was invited to go to Canada I refused to go.” 


One lives in Vancouver 

Wiesentbal, 69, said at a news conference here 
Tuesday that one such former Nazi lives here and Is 
known to Vancouver police. He refused to give details, 
saying the documentation centre once suffered greatly 
after falsely accusing a suspected Nazi. 

The problem Is not only with the federal govern¬ 
ment, but with Canadian Jews and others who are 
reluctant to resurrect the memories of the Nazi 
slaughter, he said. 

Wiesentbal said he feels favorably toward the 
television program Holocaust, only parts of which he 
bps seen. 


‘Society forgets so quickly’ 

Tlie period covered by the program, of the system¬ 
atic extermination of Jews and other minorities under 
Adolf Hitler, is not well covered in history books and 
should be brought to the attention of the post-war gen¬ 
eration, he said. 

“We learn from the tragedy that what happened in 
the Nazi period could happen again in any country,” 
he said. “We need such programs. . .because our 
society forgets so quickly.” 

There are still more than 100,006 war criminals in 
hiding, Wiesenthal said. 

He said that his hunt for former Nazi criminals is 
also a fight against time, because witnesses and 
criminals are dying of natural causes.

CAMPBF.LL RIVER — A 
new installation to improve 
air quality control at Crown 
Zellerbach's Elk Falls pulp 
and paper mill was an¬ 
nounced Tuesday by mill 
manager Jim Christensen. 

"An improved air scrub¬ 
bing system for the two re¬ 
covery boilers will be in¬ 
stalled at a cost of $6.8 
million,'' he said. 

"The new system is the 
third step In a program to 
reduce odor and the emission 
of particulate matter from 
the mill, and wilUbring our 
expenditure on air pollution 
control to nearly ho mil¬ 
lion." 

Air pollution controls are 
currently under construction 
for the mill's lime kilns at a 
cost of $3.7 million, and a 
third project, a scrubber on 
the chemical dissolving lank 
of the large recovery toiler, 
was recently completed at a 
cost of $420,000. 

The three projects are the 
main-elements in a total air 
quality program to which the 
company Is committed wilh 
the B.C. Pollution Control 
Board. 

“When we have all this new 
equipment operating. It 
should significantly improve 
air quality," Christensen 
said.

“It isn't possible complete¬ 
ly to eliminale odor from a 
krafi pulp mill, but with new 
scrubbers, we will be able to 
reduce it to a minimal 
amount."

NANAIMO — All Ihis week, thousands of Nanaimo 
residents are running, jogging, walking, and in gener¬ 
al thinking about their levels of physical fitness.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The man who tracked dowiw 
Adolf Eichmann said Tuesday that he lost confidence 
fh'TlieTSmaatah'g ov eniiHe B 'after R 
bringing suspected mass murderers to trial. 

"There was a time that I had hoped (hat in Canada 
they would do the minimum.” said Simon Wiesen 
thal. head of (he Jewish Documentation Centre in 
Vienna. 

“I informed the (Canadian) authorities about 
people here. The answer was nothing. Many times 
when 1 was invited to go to Canada I refused to go.” 


One lives in Vancouver 

Wiesenthal. 69. said at a news conference here 
Tuesday that one such former Nazi lives here and is 
known to Vancouver police. He refu.sed to give details, 
saying the documentation centre once suffered greatly 
after falsely accusing a suspected Nazi. 

The problem is not only with the federal govern¬ 
ment, but with Canadian Jews and others who are 
reluctant to resurrect the memories of the Nazi 
slaughter, he said. 

Wiesenthal said he feels favorably toward the 
television program Holocaust, only parts of which he 
has seen. 


‘Society forgets so quickly’ 

The period covered by the program, of the system¬ 
atic extermination of Jews and other minorities under 
Adolf Hitler, Is not well covered in history books and 
should be broi^t to the attention of the post-war gen¬ 
eration, he said. 

“We learn from the tragedy that what happened in 
the Nazi period could happen again in any country,” 
he said. “We need .such programs. . .because our 
society forgets so quickly.” 

There are still more than, 100,000 war criminals in 
hiding. Wiesenthal said. 

He said that his hunt far former Nazi criminals is 
also a fight against time, because witnesses and 
criminals are dying of natural causes.

Panamanian leader Gen. Omar Torrijos told 
his countrymen Tuesday night his mission to achieve a 
new canal treaty is accomplished. 

In a television address that followed ratification of 
the Panama canal treaty by the U.S. Senate, Torrijos 
said the vote is a great triumph for Panama. 

The general’s speech indicated complete accep¬ 
tance of the treaties as modified by the U.S. Senate. 

He said the vote means that after 13 years of 
negotiation, his mission is completed. 

Torrijos announced immediate restoration of full 
political freedoms in Panama. Activities of political 
parties have been suspended since be came to 
power in a coup d’etat 10 years ago. 

Congressional elections already have been called 
for August. 

Meanwhile, thousands of Panamanians rushed 
into the streets cheering with happiness as the U.S. 
Senate ratified the Hnal canal treaty. 

They had been huddling around radios, listening to 
the vote count and began 
shouting with^glee when 
the necessary 67 votes for 
ratification was reached. 

Bands that had gathered in 
Chico de Mayo Plaza broke 
into Caribbean salsa music. 

But at a news conference. 
Torrijos said his army would 
have ’’intervened’’ in the 
Canal Zone “tomorrow morn¬ 
ing” if the U.S. Senate had 
refused to ratify the trea¬ 
ty 

“The armed forces had de- 

.cided..lhat if Jhe .ljrealiy. liad 
been reTwCed or not aceept- 
ablc to Panama, they would 
have intervened in the canal 
by tomorrow morning.” Tor¬ 
rijos said. “Tomorrow morn¬ 
ing we would have started our 
fight for liberation or possibly 
the canal would not have been 
in operation.” 

Torrijos warned that if the 
United States had tried to 
intervene in Panama under 
the so-called Deconcini 
amendment. Panama would 
have destroyed the 50-mile- 
long canal. 

lihat amehdment would au¬ 
thorize the United Stales to 
use military force if neces¬ 
sary to reopen the canal if 
it were shut down for any 
reason, including by the Pan¬ 
amanians even after the turn¬ 
over. 

U.S. troops in the Canal 
Zone were put on an “in¬ 
creased readiness” status to 
guard against possible vio¬ 
lence. The Panamanian Na¬ 
tional Guard increased its 
protection of the U.S. Embas¬ 
sy, where demonstrating left¬ 
ist students Monday splashed 
the building with red. white 
and blue paint — Ihe colors of 
Ihe Panamanian flag.
